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Foreword 


It  is  with  great  timidity  and  hesitation  that  this  work  goes:  into  publication.  The 
writer  is  fully  aware  that  the  story  is  not  now  complete,,  nor  entirely  accurate*  nor  can  it  be 
until  much  more  research  is  completed.  Research  on  the  Crowson  line  means  correspondence  with 
members  of  a  far  flung  family,  as  library  books  reveal  very  little  on  this  name*  However,,  we 
cannot  continue  to  wait  for  a  perfect  record,  so  it  seems  wise  to  put  forward  what  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  to  date,  and  hope  that  relatives  of  this  family  will  contribute  their  records* 

In  September  1922,  I  married  and  moved  from  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  to  New  York  City. 

All  of  the  great  city  fascinated  me,  but  the  New  York  Public  Library  became  a  focal  point.  For 
thirty  years  I  spent  many  hours  there,  most  of  them  in  room  #328,  the  Genealogical  Room*  My 
search  was  for  Crowsons  and  Amotts,  my  grandfather  and  grandmother 's  lines.  At  that  time  I  did 
not  have  the  correct  localities,  and  many  hours  were  wasted.  One  day*  after  searching  an  enor¬ 
mous  book  dealing  with  tradespeople  of  old  England,  I  actually  sat  and  wept  when  I  could  not 
find  any  of  my  ancestors  listed*  It  would  have  been  easy  to  give  up  the  search,  except  for  the 
inner  prodding  of  conscience,  or  perhaps  desire  to  solve  the  mystery  of  ignorance  about  my  own 
lineage..  I  had  no  way  of  knowing  that  Mrs*  Paul  Aman  of  I^yrtle  Beach,,  South  Carolina,  and  Mr* 
Elton  Crowson  of  Memphis,  Tennessee,  and  Mr*  George  Crowson  of  Chicago  and  others  were  struggl¬ 
ing  with  the  name.  In  fact,  I  had  never  heard  of  the  American  Crowson  lines,  and  thought  that 
all  research  had  to  be  done  on  English  records. 

From  the  English  telephone  books  I  found  the  address  of  the  Rev*  Charles  Sydney 
Crowson,  and  wrote  to  him.  He  sent  me  Mrs*  Paul  Aman's  address,  and  I  wrote  her*  Eventually,  I 
visited  her  in  the  delightful  surroundings  of  her  little  home  just  over  a  sand  dune  from  the 
roaring  Atlantic.  She  gave  me  the  names  and  addresses  of  other  Crowson  enthusiasts,  and  many  a 
pleasant  letter  has  been  exchanged* 

Surely  this  book  is  not  the  end  of  anything*  It  is  the  beginning  of  compilation,  and 
in  spots,  the  middle  of  a  muddle.'  The  first  American  settlers  came  to  the  Southern  States,  where 
life  was  more  casual  than  in  New  England,  and  the  records  reflect  this  easy  mode  of  living*  A 
letter  from  the  Louisiana  Dept*  of  Health  reads, "Compulsory  registration  did  not  begin  until 
1918,  and  even  now  some  births  go  unrecorded.." 

It  is  my  constant  prayer  that  accurate,  factual  information  will  come  to  light  until 
this  family  lineage  is  one  related  unit.  The  name  is  uncommon,  so  ail  the  lines  may  merge  at  some 
distant  point.  Any  reader  is  invited  to  correspond  with  me,  and  my  address  is  given*

EMMA  CROWS  Oil.  PIONEER. 


The  psychologist  drew  a  circle  representing  the  made  ego,  and  one  closely  overlapping 
for  the  female  ego.  That  was  the  marriage  of  two  souls,  but  a  part  of  each  soul  re¬ 
mained  untouched,  and  ever  would  be.  I  understood  perfectly  what  he  meant. 

When  I  dwell  on  the  motives  which  prompted  my  grandmother  to  journey  alone  into  an 
uncharted  life  of  adventure,  I  know  that  the  inner  sanctum  of  her  soul  will  never  be 
revealed,  until  she  talks  with  me  in  a  future  land. 

Grandmother  Emma  told  her  Bishop  that  she  was  born  20  Dec.  1842  in  Whitwick.  Leicest¬ 
ershire,  England.  However,  her  marriage  certificate  says  she  was  born  9  Dec.  1842.  A 
birth  certificate  from  Somerset  ^ouse,  states  11  Dec-  1841.  A  blessing  she  was  given 
has  another  year,  9  Dec,  1843.  Three  of  these  ncords  say  that  her  father  was  Thomas 
Crowson  and  her  mother  Anna  Beard,  but  the  birth  certificate  plainly  states  that  her 
mother  was  Hannah  Crowson,  formerly  Kinsey.  This  present  book^ is  the  result  of  past 
efforts  to  solve  the  uncertainty  of  these  dates  and  names.  The  problem  remains,  but 
from  somewhere,  someone  will  write  and  tell  me  where  the  accurate  information  exists. 

After  years  of  letter  writing  and  research,  we  have  a  birth  certificate  for  one  of 
the  sisters  of  Emma.  This  sister  is  Harriet,  borm  28  Aug.  1838.  Tradition  says  that 
Harriet  and  Qnma  left  for  Liverpool  to  come  to  America  together.  The  ship's  list  does 
net  give  any  Crowson  except  Smna,  and  we  do  not  know  that  Harriet  ever  married.  We  do 
know  that  Sknaa  had  no  relatives  in  Salt  Lake  City  An  English  cousin,  Muriel  Crowson, 
writes  that  the  old  family  Bible  recorded  the  birth  of  a  laughter  Priscilla,  born 
in  1831.  She  married  a  Mr.  Bradley,  and  died  rather  young,  1858.  N0  birth  certificate 
ncr  other  information  can  be  found  a  t this  time  about  Priscilla. 

Emma  had  three  brothers.  William  was  born  in  1832  and  married  Marie  Moore.  Recently  a 
Glendale,  Cal.  Crowson  stated  that  William  came  to  America  and  died  in  Illinois.  No 
death  record  has  been  found  to  date.  Fredrick  Crowson,  born  9  Aug  1835,  married  on  the 
1st  of  Oct.  1853,  Sarah  Ann  Thompson.  He  traveled  extensively  in  America  and  seems  to 
have  died  here  also,  but  no  address  is  known.  Charles  Crowson  was  born  12  Jan.  1837 
and  married  Charlotte  Jarvis.  They  came  to  Alton,,.  Illinois ,  where  Charles  died  on  the 
28  March,  1901.  William  and  Fredrick  no  doubt  visited  him  there.

Einma  was  baptised  into  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints,,  known  as  the 
"Morion  Church,"  in  May  1856,  when  14  years  of  age.  When  she  was  25  years  old,  her 
fiance,  Henry  Amott,  sent  her  money  to  come  to  America.  She  sailed  24  June  1868  from 
Liverpool,  on  the  CONSTITUTION,  arriving  in  New  York  City  6  Aug.  1868.  She  had  $34. 
m  currency.  Her  fare  to  Nauvoo  was  $35.00  and  from  there  to  Salt  Lake  City  it  was  an¬ 
other  $29.00.  So  some  one  loaned  her  $30.00.  She  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  City  on  the  16 
S*pt.  1868,  one  year  before  the  railroad  went  through,  so  she  must  have  walked  much 
of  the  way.  She  and  ^enry  were  married  in  the  Endowment  &ouse  26  Sept.  1868.  Htnry  had 
built  such  a  good  little  adobe  house  at  332  West  North  Temple,  that  it  is  still  stand¬ 
ing  today,  and  is  owned  by  Edward  Amott  and  wife,  son  of  Wilford  Crowson  Amott  and  May 
Johnson.  A  neighbor  was  Joseph  F.  Smith,  who  later  became  President  of  the  Church.  He 
presented  Henry  and  Emma  with  a  new  "tick"  mattress  cover,  and  fresh,  clean  straw  with 
which  to  fill  it  for  their  first  bed.  They  soon  acquired  a  cow,  and  a  big  apple  tree 
which  I  remember  very  well.  The  neighbors  on  the  East  were  John  World  and  family,  on 
the  West  were  John  Holladay  and  family.  Their  daughter  Mary  had  a  beautiful  voice,  and 
sang  in  the  Tabernacle  choir.  Across  the  street,  lived  the  West  family.  City  Creek  clear 

waters  ran  down  the  middle  of  the  road,  and  many  a  day  we  stood  on  the  Mttle  bridge  and 

ate  sugar  buns  and  visited  with  the  little  West  girls. 

At  Christmas  time  each  child  put  a  plate  on  the  table,  so  that  Santa  would  have  a  place 
to  put  the  silver  dollar  which  was  the  big  gift  of  the  day.  They  also  hung  up  stockings 
for  nuts  and  candy.  Uncle  George  remembered  this  with  great  joy. 

Emma  was  tall  and  dark.  Her  hair  was  always  nicely  combed,  and  she  would  walk  to  the 
corner  to  meet  Henry  every  morning  when  he  returned  from  night  work  at  the  Knutsford 
Hotel.  As  per  instructions,  Emna  would  try  to  fast  for  24  hours  once  a  month.  My  mother 
remembered  how  she  would  sometimes  faint,  and  be  so  distressed  with  herself. 

Emma  and  Henry  had  10  children,  but  only  raised  5  of  them  to  adulthood.  Little  Nelly  was 
killed  by  a  fiend  when  only  6  years  old.  Little  Henry  and  Mary  Ann  both  died  during  an 
epidemic  in  1878.  Little  Einma  had  died  at  5  months  and  10  days.  About  this  time  E®ma 

asked  for  a  blessing,  and  was  told  not  to  fear.  She  would  have  a  descendent  here  to  meet 

the  Savior  at  his  second  coming. 

Grandmother  died  of  Bright's  Disease  just  tro  weeks  after  her  daughter  Louise  married. 

She  was  a  young  woman,  only  in  her  50’s,  and  although  she  had  suffered  much,  and  never 
revisited  her  homeland,  she  died  strong  in  the  faith  of  her  youths

THE  ENGLISH  CROWS ONS 


It  is  known  that  in  the  early  1600's,  James  Crowson  wrote  a  book  which  he  called  THE  CRC  SON 
FAMILY.  Meggs  Library  is  advertising  for  a  copy  at  this  writing.  Inquiry  has  been  made  at  the  r"?v 
York  Public  Library,  the  Los  Angeles  public  Library,  and  the  Utah  Genealogical  Library  at  Salt  Lake 
City.  Numerous  letters  have  been  sent  to  prominent  book  stores  in  America  in  an  effort  to  locate 
this  precious  volume,  and  the  search  will  continue. 

Who  was  this  James  Crowson?  Why  did  he  feel  compelled  to  write  his  family  history  at  that 
early  date?  Was  it  because  he  had  already  seen  many  variations  of  spelling,  as  well  as  actual  changes 
in  the  name?  Research  reveals  the  fact  that  a  name  with  approximately  the  same  sound  exists  amongst 
many  of  the  world's  peoples.  The  Irish  spell  it  Crossin,  the  Dutch  use  Croesson,  in  Germany  it  seems 
to  be  Creuzin,  or  Krausin.  One  correspondent  feels  that  the  Scotch  MacCrocken  became  Crossen  when 
Americanized.  It  is  remembered  that  the  King  of  Lydia-,  560—546  B.C. ,  had  a  similar  name,  Croesus,  but 
perhaps  we  go  too  far  afield.  There  is  no  family  tradition  of  such  wealth  as  this  king  supposedly 
possessed. 

The  researcher  is  constantly  confronted  with  the  problem  of  whether  to  accept  Croxton,  Curson 
and  Cossen,  as  names  with  the  same  derivation.  Since  the  name  Crowson  is  infrequently  found  in  any 
set  of  books,  all  spellings  which  have  a  similar  pronounci a ti on  have  been  noted,  bit  greater  concen¬ 
tration  has  been  given  to  the  lineage  where  the  spelling  remained  Crowson. 

The  first  known  address  of  an  English  Crowson  was  Desford,  Leicestershire,  in  1550.  Desford 
Bailiwick  was  in  Sparkenhoe  section  of  Leicestershire,  which  section  was  comprised  of  Leister,  Hinck¬ 
ley,  Desford,  and  Earl  Shitton.  THE  LEICESTERSHIRE  ARCHEOLOGICAL  SOCIETY,  Vol.  19,  p~.  184,  mentioned 
Crowson  Close  (1766)  "An  ancient  enclosure"  in  the  avr-d,  Probably  of  early  ,17th  century  origin  when 
the  Crowsons  appear  in  the  parish  register.  The  Close  lay  near  the  Newgate  Lane  end. 

Further  back  in  English  history  there  are  these  interesting  notes: 

"The  King  (William)  holds  Crohtone.  (Now  Croxton  Kerrial)" 

"There  was  a  church  at  Croston  in  1097." 

In  1221,  Adam  Crocun  is  involved  in  Civil  Pleas  at  Gloucester,  with  John  the 
Parson  of  Withington,  and  William  of  Foxcote. 

In  1232,  Geoffrey  of  Crowcomb  was  a  stevart  of  the  royal  household  of  Henry  III. 

In  1332,  there  was  an  Anthony  Croson  in  Hathern, 

In  1415,  for  an  act  of  felony,  Richard  Courson  "Yeoman  of  Fynspade"  threatened 
with  outlawry.

In  1517,  a  Richard  Crokson  listed  in  the  town  of  Stoughton. 

In  1545,  Joan  Croson  married  Thomas  Sanderson  at  Stoughton,  on  the  24th 
of  April. 

In  1254,  history  records  the  great  floods  and  fire  in  Staffordshire. 

In  1255,  in  the  Valley  of  Trent,  unusually  heavy  hailstorm  and  whirlwind. 

In  1348  (May)  to  1349  -  The  Black  Death. 

Note  on  the  every  changing  English  language.  A  "drift”  means  a  round  up.  A  "vert  plea"  means 

damage  to  wood,  or  the  woods.  A  "venison  plea"  means  a  trespass  of  any  kind.  A  "eyre"  was  a  court 

called  by  a  king's  letter. 

Prices,  and  an  old  recipe  J  "Take  the  lungs  of  an  hog,  roast  it,  whosoever  eateth  thereof, 
fasting,  shall  not  be  drunk  that  day,  how  liberally  soever  he  takes  his  drinks."  The  price  of  hay  - 
12s.  a  load.  A  tierce  of  wine  from  London  6p.  13s. 

It  was  during  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII  that  parish  registers  were  commenced.  The  good  people 
feared  this  order ,  realizing  that  it  meant  taxation.  In  1552  and  in  1558,  the  injunction  was  re¬ 
peated.  In  1597,  Queen  Elizabeth  sent  forth  the  order  that  all  registers  must  be  kept  on  parchment. 

From  1649  to  1660,  during  the  Commonwealth  and  Protectorate  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  many  parish 

ministers  were  ejected.  The  men  appointed  under  civil  authority  were  unskilled  in  the  keeping  of 
registers,  and  many  records  are  imperfect  during  this  period. 

Time  has  been  reckoned  in  different  ways  throughout  the  years.  The  year  of  Elizabeth  extended 
from  the  17th  of  November  to  the  16 th  of  November  of  the  following  year.  The  civil,  ecclesiastical, 
and  legal  year  from  the  14th  century  until  the  1st  of  January  1753,  began  on  the  25th  of  March.  In 

1752,  the  new  calendar  moved  the  Julian  year  from  the  26th  of  March,  Lady  Day,  to  1st  of  January. 

In  1754,  Lord  Harwick's  Marriage  Act  was  passed.  This  called  for  a  printed  form  in  the  parish, 

and  banns  to  be  read  in  the  parish  of  the  bride  and  the  groom.  A  license  was  sometimes  used,  and  the 

couple  might  be  married  in  either  parish. 

From  1783  to  1794,  there  was  a  3  pence  duty  imposed  on  each  parish  entry,  which  prevented  the 
poor  from  recording  births,  etc.  By  1812,  Lord  Rose's  Act  required  that  new  books  must  be  used,  and 
printed  forms  submitted.  When  the  general  lack  of  education  is  taken  into  consideration,  it  is  re¬ 
markable  that  the  good  folk  of  Merry  England  kept  their  records  as  well  as  they  did.

Dear  Mrs.  Rose: 

We  had  your  letter  safely  and  I  have  been  trying  to  answer  it  for  weeks.  What  with  the  Coro¬ 
nation  and  other  things  particularly  my  hobby,  which  is  golf,  I  have  delayed  answering  again  and 

again. 

Your  project  is  certainly  a  worthy  one,  and  my  wife  and  I  wish  you  the  best  of  luck  with  your 
endeavor.  My  son  and  his  family  were  here  for  our  “Golden  Wedding”  last  Wednesday  and  he  read  your 
letter,  took  your  address  and  intends  to  write  to  you  when  he  has  time.  This  is  a  valid  excuse  as 
you  will  see  when  you  read  my  notes  on  his  present  work. 

Beginning  with  ourselves,  my  wife  (Kate)  and  I  (Thomas)  retired  in  1944  the  end  of  War  #2. 
We  have  been  in  the  teaching  profession  since  we  were  14  years  old,  commencing  our  life’s  work  in 
Shepshead,  Leicestershire,  under  the  old  "Pupil-Teacher”  system  in  a  church  school.  Being  musical, 
I  took  up  the  organ  and  was  organist  in  London  Church  from  1900  to  1903. 


After  the  usual  training  in  college  at  St.  Marks,  Chelsea^ I  became  assistant  master  in  South- 
wick.  It  was  a  school  of  special  difficulty  and  the  experience  was  very  beneficial.  I  studied  the 
art  of  organ  playing  under  Dr.  Hulton  of  St,  Lukes  Church,  Chelsea,  and  Royal  College  of  Music.  In 
1903,  I  decided  to  leave  the  fogs  of  London  and  seek  a  country  school  again,  Vfy  fiance  and  I  were 
married  at  Shepshead  in  1903,  on  St,  Swi thin’s  Day  and  it  did  not  rain.  We  settled  down  in  a  Surrey 
village,  Puttenham. 


We  arrived  in  the  village  at  11:30  on  our  wedding  day,  put  the  school  house  in  order  and  went 
off  to  Brighton  for  our  honeymoon.  I  always  say  we  had  9  years  honeymoon  here  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Hog’s  Back  -  a  beauty  spot.  Our  son,  Charles  Sydney,  was  born  here  on  a  frosty  night  in  November 
a  few  years  later.  Our  dear  old  rector,  the  Rev.  D,  G.  Clarke,  who  had  been  an  Army  Chaplain  in 
India,  became  our  dearest  friend.  Among  our  friends  in  the  district  were  Mrs.  G.  F,  Watts,  the  wife 
of  the  well  known  artist,  Mr.  G.  F.  Watts.  He  died  at  Limners  Lease  during  our  first  Christmas  Holi¬ 
day,  Lady  Edward  and  Cecil  of  Wanboro  Manor,  who  often  dropped  in  at  school  with  a  large  bull-dog, 
to  have  a  chat.  Mrs.  Hickens,  who  later  became  Lady  Tennyson.  Miss  Irene  Vanboro  gave  us  a  monster 
Christmas  tree.  We  dined  with  the  Rector  each  Thursday  and  met  many  interesting  people.  It  was 
there  we  saw  the  first  motor  car  with  a  man  carrying  a  red  flag  in  advance.  We  also  saw  Cody  with 
his  aeroplane  at  Aldershot,  which  was  5  miles  away.  (see  page  n)

We  left  for  a  holiday  in  Leicestershire  and  then  went  on  to  Yardley  Vicarage,  Birmingham,  thus 
smother  break. 

Our  only  move  in  Surrey  was  to  New  Malden.  Old  Malden  was  a  village,  New  Malden  on  the  South¬ 
ern  Railway,  9  miles  from  Waterloo,  is  a  dormitory  more  or  less  for  city  workers.  Truly  suburban  it 
ia,  and  was  a  great  change  from  large  country  residences  and  farms  of  Puttenham.  We  came  here  in 
1912,  and  had  a  new  school  which  started  with  120  and  in  four  years  neared  the  S00  point.  In  1913,  I 
took  over  the  seniors  (Secondary  School)  and  left  the  7  to  11  in  the  Primary  Department.  We  ran  up 
to  450,  quite  enough. 

In  the  1914-18  War  I  was  in  the  School  of  Musketry,  Besley,  for  two  years.  In  the  Second  World 

War  I  stuck  to  my  post  until  1944>  after  staying  about  six  months  over  the  retiring  age  of  65  My  wife 

was  in  charge  of  the  girls.  You  call  it  co-ed,  a  mixed  school  is  our  term.  She  even  took  the  head¬ 
ship  for  six  months  in  the  First  War.  We  have  enjoyed  our  work  together  the  whole  time.  MY  only 

connection  with  schools  now  is  one  of  the  Managers  (Governors).  I  am  still  in  close  connection  with 
the  Parish  School,  but  at  three  score  years  and  15,  one  has  to  take  things  very  easily. 

Regarding  the  family  tree,  I  am  a  little  uncertain  -  it  is  a  long  time  to  remember  correctly. 
Father 's  brothers:  John  -  with  Kitchener  in  Egypt,  in  the  Guards.  6  ft.  several  inches 

in  height.  He  died  at  Burton  on  Trent. 

Jabez  -  lived  at  Shepshead.  Had  a  crippled  foot. 

Father’s  sister:  Elizabeth  -  lived  at  Burton  on  Trent.  Husband  was  a  foreman  at  Bars 

Brewery. 

There  were  others  in  the  family,  but  I  have  forgotten  them. 

Our  Family:  Charles  Sydney  Crowson,  Rev.  His  first  curacy  was  with  the  Rev.  Bryan  Green 

who  visited  New  York  City  on  many  occasions.  Charles  has  now  the 
largest  parish  in  Ekigland,  70,000.  There  are  three  churches  and  four 
curates.  He  broadcasts  many  services. 

Esther  Goode,  wife  of  Charles  Sydney  -  Keen  on  parish  work. 

Richard  -  Age  14»  Hopes  to  go  to  Christ's  College,  Cambridge  and  enter  the 
church.  He  is  at  public  school  St.  Edward's,  Oxford. 

Rosemary  -  Age  17.  She  is  attending  the  Royal  Academy  of  Dramatic  Art.  Has 

studied  there  one  year.  Many  of  our  leading  actors  were  trained  there. 

Their  address  now  is  Vicarage,  Yardley,  Birmingham. 

My  wife  and  I  hope  that  this  information  will  be  of  some  use  to  you*

NOTES  FROM  THOMAS  CROWSON  OF  NSW  MAIDEN 

Whitwick  is  ^he  next  vilxage  to  Shepshead,  where  I  was  born.  X  had  a  sister  named  Emma,  who 
was  named,  I  understand,  after  an  Aunt  Emma  who  lived  at  Coalville,  near  Whitwick.  The  relative  who 
went  to  Salt  Lake  City  (Qnma  Crowson)  seems  to  link  us  together. 

Charles  seems  to  be  a  family  Christian  name.  Ity  Uncle  Charles  was  a  Methodist  Preacher.  (Lo¬ 
cal  Leicestershire  name  for  Methodist  and  sometimes  Wesleyan. )  He  preached  in  Shepshead  once  and  I 

saw  him  as  a  boy.  I  was  in  Church  Choir,  and  the  Church  in  those  days  had  no  dealings  with  the  Meth¬ 
odists. 


From  the  Church  magazine  (Shepshead)  I  saw  that  a  Crowson  was  helping  at  the  "Oaks"  Church  a 
little  church  in  the  Forest  of  Charnwood.  This  is  near  Whitwick,  in  fact  its  boundaries  join  it.  I 
believe  he  is  a  farmer. 

John  of  Shepshead,  carpenter  by  trade  (apprenticed)  lived  in  a  cottage  with  a  large  garden  in 
"Bull  Ring'1.  He  was  my  grandfather,  and  was  employed  by  my  father.  He  was  very  clever  at  mending 
carts  and  about  the  stables  and  yards.  He  died  when  I  was  about  12  years  old.  His  wife  was  an  Irish 
girl  and  died  several  years  before  grandfather  did.  They  were  both  buried  in  Shepshead  Cenetary. 
Their  children  were: 

Thomas  -  my  father.  He  lived  in  Kirk  Hill,  Shepshead.  His  small  farm  did  not  pay,  so  he 
became  a  coal  merchant  and  did  much  better.  He  owned  an  8-room  house,  stables 
for  10  or  more  horses,  and  3  cottages.  He  went  to  church  regularly  on  Sunday 
evenings.  He  married  Fanny  Rogers  about  I860;  died  1900.  He  was  wonderful  with 
a  horse. 

Jabez  -  lived  at  Shepshead.  Often  helped  by  my  father. 

Alice  -  lived  at  Shepshead. 

Sarah  -  lived  at  Burton  on  Trent. 

John  —  in  Life  Guards.  After  the  army  life,  he  went  to  Bars  Burton. 

Brothers  of  Thoma3  Crowson  of  New  Malden 

John,  born  1865,  joined  Guards  for  a  short  time.  Joined  the  Metropolitan  Police  and  later 
was  attached  to  Scotland  Yard. 

William,  born  about  1866,  took  up  engineering  in  1914  War.  Later  worked  with  father. 

Sister  of  Thomas  Crowson  of  New  Malden 

Bnma,  born  about  1868 ,  married  Thomas  Freeman,  engineer.  He  worked  at  Loughboro,  Leices¬ 
ter.  Named  for  an  Aunt  Enma.

I  am  writing  to  you  once  again  from  the  spot  where  I  was  bom;  and  a  very  dirty,  depressing 
old  spot  it  is,  too  -  all  factories  and  smoke  and  dust  and  noise  and  bustle,  all  of  which  I  dislike 
very  thoroughly.  I  expect  I  notice  it  all  more  than  I  did  before  I  went  to  beautiful  Chips tead j  Darl- 
astan  suffers  by  contrast.’ 

I  have  come  to  be  with  Auntie  (Hannah  Crowson  Firkin),  while  her  housekeeper  has  a  few  weeks 
holiday.  She  is  remarkably  well,  considering  that  she  is  in  her  36th  year,  and  has  pernicious  anaemia. 
When  I  arrived,  and  was  walking  from  the  bus,  I  looked  up  and  there  was  Auntie  coming  to  meet  me  and 
•'help  carry  my  cases!”  She  is  so  plucky.'  For  three  weeks  she  was  waiting  on  her  housekeeper,  who 
was  ill  and  in  bed..  Auntie  carried  up  all  the  meals,  resting  the  tray  on  each  step  of  the  ascent,  and 
she  did  the  shopping,  cooking  and  housework  as  well.  I  can't  think  how  she  did  it!  She  is  very 
glad  to  sit  back  and  have  me  take  over,  however,  and  is  enjoying  having  a  few  meals  in  bed  herself. 

We  opened  your  tin  of  pears  for  tea  last  Sunday.  We  talked  of  you  and  did  wish  you  could  have 
joined  us.  We  tried  to  imagine  your  countryside,  and  how  beautiful  it  would  be  when  the  fruit  trees 
were  in  bloom.  Auntie  gave  me  the  letter  you  sent  her  so  I  keep  gleaning  little  things  about  you  and 
your  family,  and  so  can  see  your  life  and  conditions  linking  up  and  taking  shape. 

I  am  so  glad  you  found  something  useful  amongst  the  data  I  was  able  to  send  for  you.  T  didn't 
really  feel  I  had  helped  much  until  your  letter  came  and  told  me.  I'm  so  glad,  and  wish  I  could  do 
more.  As  Auntie  has  just  remarked,  it  is  a  wide  search.  A  week  or  two  ago  we  heard  a  radio  sermon 
given  by  a  Rev.  Crowson;  a  recital  in  the  London  Festival  Hall  was  given  by  Lana  Crowson;  a  big  van 
was  drawn  up  in  front  of  our  grocer's  shop  advertising  "Crowson's  Pickles  and  Chuttnevs”  and  I  passed 
a  small  shop,  on  the  way  to  Birmingham,  which  had  T.  Crowson  written  above  it.  The  London  telephone 
directory  has  at  least  eight  Crowsons  in  it!!.' 

Now  let  me  answer  one  or  two  queries.  You  say  in  Aunties'  letter  that  Charles  went  to  Illinois 
and  settled  there;  that  William  went  out  to  join  him,  and  that  Fredrick,  Aunties'  Father,  remained  in 
England.  In  fact,  Fredrick  died  in  America  of  a  bilious  fever,  Auntie  says.  He  vent  out  twice  tc\ 
vicit  Charles,  for  he  was  a  rover  ever.  He  went  for  a  third  visit  and  never  returned.  Auntie  says 
he  was  over  six  feet  tall  and  well  built.

I  shall  have  to  write  and 
ask  her  all  about  the  week-end  in  Paris. 

I  wish  we  had  Aunt  Maud  with  us  still.  She  could  tell  us  so  much  about  the  Crowson 
family.  I'm  afraid  I  know  very  little. 

Your  grandfather,  Samuel  Crowson,  was  the  only  son  of  a  family  of  eight.  His  father, 
Imlay  Scotland  Crowson,  was,  I  think,  the  son  of  a  John  Crowson,  and  had  several  sisters  and 
three  brothers,  Thomas,  George,  and  William.  Their  father  was  a  civil  servant  and  died  young. 
After  his  death,  Thomas  and  George  went  to  Australia  —  Melbourne  -  also  to  Adelaide,  where  they 
married  and  had  children.  I  only  knew  the  names  of  three  of  the  girls,  Anne,  Lorine  and  Agnes. 
William,  the  youngest  brother,  being  still  at  school  when  his  father  died,  vent  to  Calahan  and 
finished  his  education  with  his  cousin  William  Chidham  Crowson.  He  did  not  stay  in  Calahan 
after  finishing  his  education,  but  went  to  Exeter  and  joined  his  Uncle,  a  Mr.  Algar.  (Mrs.  Algar 
was  one  of  his  father's  sisters)  who  owned  the  Ileanitree  (?)  Brewery  in  Exeter. 

I  think  the  only  matter  of  interest  in  the  foregoing  to  Mrs.  Rose  would  be  the  mention 
of  Thomas  Crowson.  She  will  probably  follow  up  this  link  or  clue. 

I  wonder  if  it  would  help  Mrs.  Rose  to  know  that  William  Chatham  Crowson  owned  the  'Crow¬ 
son  Hotel"  and  several  farms  at  Catcham  and  Bull.  He  and  John  Crowson  are  buried  there.  I 
think  they  died  about  1878.

In  answer  to  your  inquiry  of  April  21,  I  am  submitting  some  little  information  concerning 
my  family. 

My  grandfather,  John  B.  Crowson,  was  born  February  1,  1817,  in  Alabama.  He  married  Eliza 
Ann  Harrison,  who  was  also  born  in  Alabama,  January  29,  1820. 

John  B.  Crowson  had  three  brothers  -  William,  Thomas  and  Jim.  The  latter  became  a  Metho¬ 
dist  Minister  in  Arkansas.  M7  grandfather  and  family  moved  to  Arkansas  from  Alabama  in  1849, 
settling  near  Shiloh,  in  Grant  County.  MF  father,  Isaac  Hutchinson  Crowson,  was  born  in  Alabama, 
May  2,  1848.  He  died  at  Prattsville,  Arkansas,  May  24,  1908.

Their  names  are:  Will, 
Lawrence,  Duncan  (Oklahoma  Route  3);  Leonard,  twin  of  Duncan  (Chicago,  Ill);  Joseph,  who  recent¬ 
ly  moved  from  California  to  Arkansas;  Harrell,  503  B  Street,  Brawley,  California;  Robert  Lee, 
13943  Park  Avenue,  Dolton,  Ill.  I  am  the  second  child,  and  the  second  son,  my  brother  Will  being 
the  elder.

On  May  5,  1953 >  Elton  Crowson  wrote,  "It 
has  long  keen  a  dream  of  mine  to  see  the  story 
of  the  Crowson  family  published  in  concise 
and  intelligible  form  for  future  generations. 
Hence,  I  am  intensely  interested  in  your  pro¬ 
ject  and  pledge  you  my  full  cooperation.  My 
previous  correspondence  with  you  was,  I  be¬ 
lieve  in  1948.  Not  long  thereafter,  I  had 
my  personal  effects  stored  incidental,  to  mov¬ 
ing,  and  the  storage  people  lost  every  scrap 
of  genealogical  data  I  had.  Fortunately,  I 
retained  much  of  it  in  my  mind,  but  lost  touch 
with  most  of  my  correspondents.  " 

Elton  Crowson 's  notes  had  been  previously 
sent  to  Mrs.  Paul  Aman.  She  had  faithfully 
typed  them  and  sent  a  copy  to  this  writer,  so 
they  were  not  lost.  In  further  correspondence, 
Mr.  Elton  Crowson  sent  these  valuable  notes 
on  his  lineage  - 

The  children  of  William  Crowson  and  Mary 
Thomas  - 

Richard  Crowson,  born  1775*  died  1828,  mar¬ 
ried  Sarah  Lindsey.  Mrs.  Mary  Alice  Hunt  of 
Fairview,  Montgomery,  Ala. ,  found  the  names 
of  Moses  and  Richard  mentioned  in  a  will  set¬ 
tlement  signed  by  Mary  Crowson,  widow  of  Wil¬ 
liam,  dated  1816.  Mrs.  Hunt  supplied  the 
dates  for  Richard  Crowson. 

Aaron  Crowson.  born  18  March  1777,  died 
I846  or  1849.  He  was  buried  in  Wear's  Valley, 
near  Sevierville,  Tenn. ,  where  he  settled  in 
1795.  Aaron  remained  in  East  Tennessee  when 
his  father,  William,  and  all  the  rest  of  them 
moved  to  Giles  County,  Tenn. 

From  TENNESSEE  COUSINS  by  Worth  S.  Ray, 
p.  576.  Giles  County  was  established  1810  by 
an  act  of  the  Legislature  passed  14  November 
1809,  named  for  William  Branch  Giles,  Governor 
of  Virginia  (1762-1830).  "The  first  white 


men  to  advance  into  the  almost  impenetrable 
canebrakes  and  wilds  of  what  is  now  Giles 
County  were  the  commissioners  and  surveyors 
sent  there  to  lay  off  lands  for  the  soldiers 
of  the  Continental  line  of  North  Carolina 

during  the  revolution . The  first  permanent 

settlement  was  on  Elk  River  near  tie  mouth  of 
Richland  Creek.  Among  the  Elkton  settlers  were 
the  CR0W3CNS ,  William  and  his  four  sons  and  a 
son-in-law  Vincent.  " 

Moses  Crowson,  born  between  1770  and  1780. 
An  1830  census  from  Shelby  County,  Ala.,  lists 
Moses  and  a  wife,  with  nine  children,  not 
named.  Moses  and  his  wife  were  between  50  and 
60  in  that  census.  Moses  and  Richard  were 
mentioned  in  the  will  settlement  of  William 
Crowson  in  Montgomery,  Ala.  ,  dated  1816. 

So  Moses  may  have  been  the  eldest  sor*  born 
before  Richard,  or  he  may  have  been  born  after 
Aaron.  Only  the  marriage  date  for  William 
and  Mary,  or  the  birth  certificate  for  Moses 
can  answer  the  question. 

Jacob  Crowson  The  1820  census  for  Giles 
County  lists  Jacob  Crowson  as  a  head  of  a  fam¬ 
ily  consisting  of  one  male  cf  26-45  age  brack¬ 
et  (no  doubt  this  was  Jacob)  one  female  under 
10,  one  over  16  and  one  in  26-45  bracket  (Ja¬ 
cob's  wife,  very  likely).  Thus  Jacob  and  his 
wife  are  indicated  as  in  their  30's  and  places 
Jacob's  birth  around  1784. 

The  ALABAMA  HISTORICAL  QUARTERLY,  p.  498, 
Shelby  County  Census  of  1820  shows  William 
Crowson  with  4  boys  under  21  years  of  age,  I 
girl  under  21,  6  white  people  as  a  total.  It 
must  be  that  Mary  Thomas  had  died  before  182Q 

It  is  interesting  that  there  was  an  Aaron 
Crowson  over  21  and  1  female  under  21  -  his 
wife? 

It  is  confusing  to  find  a  David  Crowson  in 
this  census  with  1  boy  under  21,  1  girl  over 

21,  his  wife.

Jane  Grows on  must  have  married  a  Vincent, 
as  William  mentions  his  son-in-law  by  that 
name.  She  was  probably  born  in  the  early 
1780 's. 

Isaac  Grows  on.  From  HISTORY  OF  TENNESSEE, 
Vol.  VI,  p.  106,  "A  Petition  to  the  President 
and  Congress  by  Intruders  on  Chickasaw  Lands. " 
The  land  is  "on  the  north  side  of  the  Tennes¬ 
see  Riber.  "  Signers  are  from  "Mississippi 
Territory,  Elk  River,  Sim's  Settlement."  The 
date  is  September  5,  1810. 

This  petition  protests  a  War  Department 
order  to  remove  from  Chickasaw  lands,  and 
states  the  signers  "came  and  settled  here  in 
the  winter  and  spring  of  1807,  without  any 
knowledge  or  intention  of  violating  the  laws 
of  government  or  infringing  on  the  right  of 
another  nation,  and  we  remained  in  this  peace¬ 
ful  situation  until  the  fall  of  1807,  when 
General  Robertson  came  on  running  the  Chicka¬ 
saw  boundary  line,  and  he  informed  us  that 
though  the  Cherokees  had  sold  this  land,  yet 
the  Chiekasaws  held  a  claim  to  it . " 

The  10th  signature  Is  listed  as  ISAAC 
CR0WS0N.  The  378th  signature,  under  names  of 
widows,  is  GILLY  CROWSON.  So  Isaac  was  an 
adult  in  1807,  and  must  have  been  born  in  the 
1780 's. 

One  might  hazard  a  guess  that  Isaac  moved 
to  Arkansas  from  the  abundance  of  "Ike  Crow- 
sons"  of  the  little  Rock  region  and  the  fact 
that  his  name  disappears  apparently  from  the 
Elk  River  region. 

The  1820  census  for  Giles  County  shows 


Abraham  as  head  of  a  family  consisting  of:  1 
male  under  10;  1  male  26-45;  3  females  under 

10;  and  1  fern  ale  16-26...  Clearly  this  indicates 
that  Abraham  was  probably  one  of  the  younger 
sons  of  William.  A  living  great-grandson, 
Jesse  M.  Crowson,  of  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  in 
1941,  estimated  Abraham's  birth  as  1805,  but 
this  is  clearly  too  late.  I  estimate  it  about 
1792,  and  that  Abraham  was  about  the  next 
youngest  son  after  Thomas. 

Jonathan  Crowson  went  with  Thomas  to  Mis¬ 
souri.  Dr.  Crowson  told  me  he  had  two  sons. 
One  "went  West"'  and  is  lost.  The  other  was 
named  William.  He  died  in  Memphis,  Tenn. ,  a 
bachelor,  in  1909.  I  found  records  of  him  in 
various  Memphis  City  Directories  up  to  and 
including  1909  issue.  I  got  a  copy  of  his 
birth  certificate  at  the  courthouse  at  Mem¬ 
phis;  it  listed  his  birthplace  as  Missouri, 
date,  as  I  remember,  was  1832.  He  invented  a 
roller  cotton  gin  and  in  his  last  years  was 
in  business  with  others,  their  firm  being 
known  as  "Braun  Bros,  and  Crowson",  manufac¬ 
turers  of  roller  cotton  gins. 

Thomas  Crowson  is  an  ancestor  of  Dr.  Eugene 
L.  Crowson.  Dr.  Crowson  says  Thomas  went  to 
Missouri  "before it  was  admitted  to  the  Union." 
His  descendants  are  numerous  in  Missouri  and 
other  points  of  the  mid-west. 

John  is  the  only  one  of  the  nine  sons  whose 
name  I  have  not  found  mentioned  subsequently. 

Gilly  Crowson  is  named  as  the  widow  of 
William  Crowson.  Does  this  mean  that  William 
and  Mary  Thomas  had  10  sons,  one  named  Wil¬ 
liam  who  may  have  died  young?

LETTERS  FROM  ELTON  CROWSON 


This  letter  from  Ina  A.  Crowson  which  follows,  was  written  to  Mr.  George  M.  Crowson  of 
Chicago,  Illinois.  He  sent  a  copy  on  to  Elton.  George  M.  ,  a  descendent  of  William  and  Mary 
Thomas  of  East  Tennessee.  Miss  Ina  A.  seems  to  be  of  an  entirely  different  migration  from  Eng¬ 
land.  She  agrees  with  others  that  the  family  may  have  originally  been  German.

Dear  Mr.  Crowson;- 

I  am  writing  at  this  time  to  tell  you  how  much  your  letter  of  a  year  ago  was  appreciated 
by  myself  and  relatives,  and  also  to  apologize  for  delaying  so  long  in  replying. 

Your  letter  furnished  quite  a  subject  for  discussion  among  the  family,  but  our  findings, 
do  not  establish  any  very  recent  claim  for  relationship.  It  was  very  thoughtful  for  you  to  send 
such  an  abundance  of  information  regarding  your  name  and  family,  and  upon  my  recent  unexpected 
encounter  with  your  brother,  Eugene,  in  Chicago,  I  told  him  how  much  we  all  appreciated  your 
prompt  response  to  my  note. 

My  father  was  Charles  Leslie  Crowson,  a  locomotive  engineer  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  Rail¬ 
road,  for  which  I  now  work.  He  was  killed  while  on  duty  in  March,  1919,  leaving  my  mother,  my 
brother  Leslie  and  myself.  My  brother  was  born  December,  1903,  and  I  was  born  in  November,  1900. 
My  brother  and  I  are  quite  proud  of  our  birthplace,  which  was  the  historic  town  of  Concord,  Mass., 
which  attracts  thousands  of  tourists  every  year  to  see  the  old  houses,  the  battlefield,  old 
burying  grounds  and  North  Bridge,  including  the  ‘’Minute  Man”  statue. 

My  father  was  born  in  New  Brunswick  in  August,  1859.  He  was  one  of  rather  a  large  family, 
but  was  the  only  one  of  the  boys  to  have  a  son,  so  my  brother  Leslie  is  the.  only  grandson  in  our 
family  to  carry  our  name,  which  incidentally,  was  a  great  disappointment  to  our  grandfather. 

grnadfather ,  William  George  Crowson,  was  born  in  Dorchester,  New  Brunswick,  in  1833, 
and  was  married  in  1858,  to  Prudence  Ann  O'Brien  (a  Baptist,  by  the  way).  In  October,  1880,  they 
moved  to  the  United  States  and  have  lived  in  and  around  Boston  ever  since.  There  were  four  boys 
in  the  family  besides  my  father,  and  it  might  interest  you  to  know  that  one  is  named  George 
Milton,  the  same  initials  as  your  own.

INA  A.  CROWSON 'S  LETTER  -  (continued) 


My  great-grandfather's  name  was  the  same  as  your  great-frandfather *s  -  Thomas  Growson. 
He  was  born  on  March  1,  1795,  and  it  is  our  understanding  that  he  and  his  brother  George  mi¬ 
grated  from  England  in  their  youth  and  came  directly  to  Massachusetts.  He  married  Jane  Hicks, 
and  had  three  boys  -  Charles,  William  and  Thomas;:  and  three  girls  -  Frances,  Sarah  Jane  and 
Susan.  In  April,  1835,  my  great-grandfather  was  drowned  in  Boston  Harbor  while  on  a  fishing 
trip.  In  September,  his  s.on  was  born  and  his  wife  died  at  that  time.  Thomas  lived  to  be  only 
19  years  of  age.  Charles,  the  eldest  of  this  family,  settled  in  Sydney,  New  South  Wales,  Aus¬ 
tralia,  and  was  married  there,  but  had  no  family. 

We  have  no  record  of  my  great-grandfather's  brother  George  or  of  his  descendants,  but 
when  trouble  arose  between  our  government  and  England,  he  refused  to  fight  againsr  his  mother 
country,  so  he  moved  to  Canada  and  settled  there,  where  my  grandfather  was  finally  born.  His 
sons,  however,  did  not  retain  this  strain  of  loyalty  to  England. 

It  would  seem  that  the  name  Growson  is  more  common  in  your  section  of  the  country  than 
in  New  England.  I  suppose  if  we  could  trace  our  ancestry  just  a  little  farther,  we  could  find 
that  the  Englishmen  bearing  the  name  were  originally  Germans  who  migrated  to  England  in  the 
15th  century,  or  thereabouts.  German  people  who  see  the  name  usually  claim  it  is  of  German 
origin,  and  from  your  pronunciation  of  same  this  sounds  plausible,  does  it  not.  (Southerners 
say  ttow”  to  rhyme  with  "how".  )  We,  being  Northerners,  call  ourselves  Crowson  with  the  long 
"o"  like  the  bird. 

I  am  sending  a  copy  of  this  to  your  brother.,  Eugene,  whom  I  talked  to  a  week  or  so  ago 
at  the  ticket  office  of  the  Illinois  Central,  -.-n  1  was  making  reservations  to  return  from  a 
brief  visit  in  Chicago.

MINISTERS  OF  CROWSON  LINEAGE 


Henry  Harrison  Crows on  -  married  Harriet  Everett  who  was.  born  1810.  They  had  no  heirs,  but 

raised  a  colored  boy,  whom  they  called  George  W.  Crowson.  They  also  raised  the  son  of  Mary 
Perkins,  William  D.  Adams,  and  took  in  Mary  for  years.  Mary  and  William  were  not  colored. 

H.  E.  Crowson  -  (1884-  )  A  great-grandson  of  William  Crowson,  who  was  born  about  1750  or  1760. 

A  Methodist  pastor  in  New  Tasewell,  Tennessee,  which  is  far  northeastern  Tennessee.  Was 
reared  around  Knoxville,  where  other  descendents  of  Aaron,  his  great-grandfather,  live. 

James  Carl  Crowson  -  born  11  December  1889.  Colonel  in  U.S.  Army  Chaplain  Corps  and  poet.  He 
was  reared  near  Sheridan,  Arkansas,  but  has  for  a  number  of  years  served  charges  along  the 
Pacific  coast.  Now  a  Methodist. 

John  C.  Crowson  -  (1802-1885)  Supposedly  born  in  East  Tennessee..  Physically  handicapped  due  to 
being  hair-lipped  causing  impediment  of  speech.  Methodist.  Son  of  Richard  Crowson  and 
Sarah  Lindsey. 

Lyscum  E.  Crowson  -  (1903-  )  Brother  of  Rev.  Ernest  H.  Crowson,  and  only  other  son  of  Rev. 

Fredrick  Lawrence.  Entered  ministry  when  very  young.  Graduate  of  As bury  Collge,  Wilmore, 
Kentucky.  Now  Methodist  pastor  in  Mt.  Hope,  West  Virginia. 

Richard  M.  Crowson  -  (1814-1885)  Born  in  Madison  County,  Alabama.  Son  of  Richard  Crowson  who 
married  Sarah  Lindsey.  Methodist.  Died  in  Bienville  Parish,  Louisiana. 

Richard  Crowson  -  (1818-1885)  Born  in  Alabama,  he  moved  to  Winston  County,  Mississippi,  about 
1851. and  lived  in  that  vicinity.  In  Alabama  he  was  a  minor  officeholder  and  taught  school 
in  addition  to  preaching.  He  was  a  man  of  very  stern  convictions,  and  one  time  when  he  in¬ 
herited  some  slaves,  refused  to  either  sell  them  or  own  them,  but  rather  set  them  free,  be¬ 
cause  he  was  loyal  to  the  South,  but  did  not  believe  in  slavery. 

Richard  Crowson  -  son  of  Randolph  Crowson.  This  Richard  lives  in  Twin  Falls,  Idaho,  and  is  a 
Wesleyan  Methodist  minister. 

Samuel  Crowson  -  son  of  Asa,  son  of  Thomas  Harrison,  son  of  Richard  who  married  Rebecca  Ann 

Lindsey.  The  fact  of  his  being  a  minister  came  from  Alice  Virginia  Crowson  Ruttishauser..

I  also  had  to  get  the 
Dent  information  from  Birmingham,  and  had  to  wait  a  few  days  on  it. 

Please  excuse  the  extra  generation  I  made  on  the  back  of  the  chart.  I  had  the  in¬ 

formation  and  did  not  want  to  leave  it  out.  I  hope  it  is  clear.  Let  me  know  if  it  is  not. 

I  correspond  with  George  Crowson  from  Chicago  and  my  brother  sees  him  quite  often  in 
Chicago.  Ouachita  Parish  is  to  Louisiana  as  counties  are  to  other  states. 

I'm  sorry  I  do  not  have  more  on  the  Williams  line,  but  I  am  working  on  it  now.  Here 
is  something  I  copied  while  in  North  Carolina  on  the  Williams. 

Reference  -  "Memoirs  of  a  Nonagenarian",  page  11  -  -  Robert  Williams  came  to 

Province  of  Carolina  in  1737  from  Edwins bork,  Llandilo,  South  Wales,  with  his 

wife  Margaret,  and  two  childrens,  Mary  and  Robert  Williams.  (1732  records) 

.  Robert  Williams  settled  in  Beaufort,  South  Carolina,  in  St.  Helena  Parish. 

South  Carolina  "Historical  and  Genealogy  Magazine"  prints  the  following: 

Robert  Williams,  Senior  and  Junior,  were  enrolled  as  Justice  of  peace  for  1756. 

Robert  Sr.,  died  July,  1776.  The  vault  is  in  St.  Phillip's  Churchyard  in  Charleston. 

Robert  Jr.,  was  born  in  Edwinsford,  South  Wales,  in  1732,  and  married  Elizabeth  Hext, 
January  1,  1755*  They  had  eight  children:  Robert,  born  1756;  Elizabeth  Hext,  who  died  10  Nov¬ 
ember,  1769.  Robert  Jr.  died  28  March  1808.  His  will  names  Robert,  Sarah,  Elizabeth,  William 
R. ,  George  P. ,  David  Edward,  Thomas  Buel,  and  James.

The  second  marriage  of  Richard  Mathias  Growson  was  to  Fannie  Head.  They  had  six  chil¬ 
dren  -  George,  Richard  Mathias  II,  Manley,  William,  Anna  who  married  Mr.  Madden  and  had  one 
child,  and  last  -  Emma. 

Mr.  Lindon  Growson,  head  of  Harlingen,  Texas,  is  also  a  cousin  of  mine,  but  he  does 
not  have  his  information  written.  He  is  70  years  old. 

I  wish  I  lived  near  you  and  could  run  in  and  help  on  this  work.  I  spend  every  minute 
I  can  on  genealogy. 

While  I  was  in  Washington,  I  found  a  chart  on  my  Spencer  line,  and  also  a  will  of  his 
Uncle  and  also  the  will  of  my  William  Spencer.  I  had  a  photos+ntic  cooy  made  of  the  Spencer 
line.  It  is  traced  back  to  Alfred  the  Great.  I  also  have  the  Lyman  Line. 

My  Henson  and  Williams  records  were  lost  when  my  Mother  died.  I  am  working  on  both  now 
and  need  a  few  more  dates  to  connect  with  ones  I  already  have.  I  hope  to  have  them  in  the  near 
future.

Have  you  written  to  Mr.  Lawrence  Crowson,  604  Atlantic  Avenue,  Sheffield,  Alabama?  He 
comes  from  William  through  Richard  and  a  son  of  Richard,  David.  He  told  me  that  our  Richard  (the 
one  who  married  Sarah  Lindsey  and  Sarah  Moore)  was  a  Revolutionary  Soldier,  and  received  a  tract 
of  land  in  Madison  County,  Alabama,  for  his  services. 

Jarrard  Spencer  was  the  father  of  my  Hon.  William  Spencer.  He  came  to  Newton,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  in  1630. 

I  do  hope  my  letter  is  not  too  confusing..  Thanks  again  for  every  thing.

William  Crowson  -  born  in  North  Carolina  about  1740.  (Could  he  have  been  a  son  of  the  John  Crow- 

son  of  the  1729  deed,  who  came  from  Desford,  England?)  William  married  Mary  Thomas.  Their 

children  were  John,  Richard  (born  about  1775)  Moses,  Jacob,  Abraham,  Isaac,  Thomas,  Jonathan, 
Aaron,  and  Jane.  (Reference,  family  records,  plus  History  of  Calloway  County,  Missouri;  D. A. R. 
Library,  page  172.  Also,  Reference  History  of  Calloway  County,  Missouri,  at  Fulton,  Missouri, 
mentioned  Thomas  Crowson  as  an  early  settler  in  Calloway  County  and  says  he  was  born  in  East 
Tennessee,  son  of  William  Crowson,  and  brother  of  the  others  mentioned. 

In  early  1790’s,  William  Crowson  moved  to  Sevier  County,  Tennessee,  where  he  entered  land. 

In  early  1800’s  William  Crowson,  his  wife  and  three  married  sons  and  their  families  (includ¬ 
ing  Richard,  my  ancestor;  William’s  son-in-law  Vincent  and  his  family  and  the  other  married 
sons  are  yet  to  be  identified)  and  four  unmarried  sons  moved  to  Giles  County,  Tennessee.  Wil¬ 
liam  Crowson  died  before  1815,  and  his  Will  is  in  Pulaski,  Tennessee.  I  am  going  thee  in  the 
early  part  of  October  and  will  send  you  a  copy  of  the  Will. 

Richard  Crowson  -  son  of  William,  born  about  1775,  in  North  Carolina,  and  died  in  or  near  Talla¬ 

dega,  Alabama,  in  1828.  He  moved  to  East  Tennessee  in  early  1800's,  then  on  to  Mississippi 
Territory,  now  Madison  County,  Alabama,  about  1805-7.  His  first  marriage  was  to  Sarah  Lind¬ 
sey.  The  children  were  William,  David,  Aaron,  who  married  Rhoda,  a  widow  of  Isaac  Meroney; 
Mary,  who  married  Samuel  Sims;  Rebecca,  who  married  John  Mahan;  Sarah  who  married  Elias.  Pit- 
ner;,  John,  Thomas,  Rachael,  who  married  John  Marlow;  Huldah  F.  who  married  twice  -  Robert 
Fulton,  and  in  1837  Floyd  C.  Goodgame;  Nancy  and  Joshua  West.  Richard's  second  wife  was  Sarah 
Moore.  Their  children  were  Richard  Moore  Crowson,  Margaret  H.  and  Martha. 

Richard  Crowson  was  commissioned  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Tennessee  Militia  in  Sevier  County,  Oc¬ 
tober  10,  1796.  (Ref.  Records  of  Commissions  of  Officers  in  Tennessee  Militia,  1796-1811, 
Vol.  1,  page  28,  by  Moore)  He  was  appointed  Justice  of  the  Peace  August,  1817,  by  Governor 
Holmes  of  Mississippi  Territory.  Cahaba  Valley  was  his  first  district,  with  an  area  from 
Selma  to  Birmingham,  Alabama.  (Ref.  Alabama  Archives  Military  Records) 

In  180^  in  Madison  County  Alabama  Census  Records  I  find  Richard  Crowson  had  eleven  children, 
a  wife  and  two  slaves.  He  was  granted  a  tract  of  land  (certificate  #190)  in  what  is  now  Mad¬ 
ison  County,  Alabama,  by  Federal  Government,  January  6,  1810.  Huntsville  Tract  Book,  page 
152,  Alabama  Archives)

gjghgjdJrfoore  Crowson  -  son  of  Richard,  was  born  in  1814,  in  Madison  County,  Alabama.  He  died  in 
1885,  at  Sparta,  Louisiana.  (Ref.  Obituary)  He  married  Francie  Amana  McGowan,  who  died  in  1850, 
In  Minden,  Louisiana.  Their  children  were  Mary  Elizabeth  who  married  David  Williams,  Jr.,  who 
was  born  in  1838,  in  Alabama.  Then  Sarah  Jane  was  born  in  1840,  in  Mississippi  and  married  Frank 
Boyett,  also  Dr.  Webb.  There  were  no  children  from  either  marriage.  Robert  LeRoy  was  born  in 
1845,  in  Louisiana.  He  married  Rhoda  C.  of  Virginia.  Their  children  were  Lilly  J.  ,  Fannie  and 
Richard  LeRoy.  William  Doty  was  born  in  I848,  in  Louisiana  and  married.  Children  were  Ware, 
Nellie  and  Albert  Janny.  The  reference  for  the  above  births  -  1850  Census  of  Claiborne  Parish, 
Louisiana. 

The  above  Robert  LeRoy  and  William  Doty  Crowson  were  taken  to  polk  County,  Texas,  by  their 
uncle,  John  McGowan,  after  the  death  of  their  mother,  and  he  had  their  names  changed  to  McGowan. 
The  Polk  County  Census  of  1870  lists  them. 

Richard  Moore  Crowson  was  licensed  as  a  Methodist  Minister  in  1835,  by  J.  Soule,  one  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Bishops.  Richard  was  a  Chaplain  in  the  Civil  War  of  the  28th  Louisiana  Reg¬ 
iment.  (Ref.,  Government  Office  in  Archives  Buildhg,  Washington,  D.  C. ) 

The  second  marriage  of  Richard  Moore  Crowson  was  to  Elizabeth  Wilson..  The  children  were 
Richard  Mathias,  Albert  Leslie,  John  Wesley,  Martha  Caroline. 

Mary .Elizabeth  Crowson  -  daughter  of  Richard  Moore  Crowson,  born  in  1838,  in  Alabama,  died  during 
the  Civil  War  in  Louisiana.  She  married  David  Williams,  Jr.  He  was  a  First  Lieutenant  in  the" 
Civil  War  and  died  near  Vicksburg  in  1863,  while  in  the  army. 

Elizabeth  Jane  Williams,  daughter  of  Mary  Elizabeth  Crowson  Williams,  was  born  1  September  1861,  in 
Ouachita  Parish,  Louisiana,  and  died  19  September  1907,  in  Montgomery,  Alabama.  She  married  John 
Amander  Henson. 

Mary  Alice  Henson  -  daughter  of  Elizabeth  Jane  Williams  Henson...  She  married  Mr.  W.  W.  Hunt  and  is 
the  genealogist  for  her  many  family  lines. 

Mary  Alice  Henson  Hunt  had  one  child,  Alice  Louise  Hunt.

MISCELLANEOUS  NOTES 


Richard  Crowson  (husband  of  Sarah  Lindsey,  and  Sarah  Moore)  died  in  1826.  The  first  group 
of  children  shared  in  the  estate  of  David  Lindsey  and  in  the  estate  of  Richard  Crowson.  The  last 
named  shared  in  Richard  Crowson1 s  estate,  but  not  that  of  David  Lindsey. 

David  Lindsey  moved  into  Shelby  County  from  Madison  County,  Alabama,  before  1820,  and  is 
listed  in  the  state  census  of  1820,  and  also  appears  in  the  earliest  county  records.  He  and  his 
wife  are  listed  alone  in  the  census  of  1830,  both  age  80  -  90  and  neither  are  listed  in  1840.-  Hia 
estate  was  finally  settled  in  1844,  one— fifth  to  his  widow,  and  the  balance  divided  into  twelve 
parts,  so  there  were  twelve  children,  and  a  surviving  widow  named  Mary.  The  heirs  were:

From  Estelle  Crows  on  Arrian 


To  add  "human  interest"  to  a  dry  Table,  the  following  extracts  are  quoted  from  letters  of  Mr, 
Snowden,  compiler  of  the  English  data: 

From  letter  of  August  27,  1937:  "I  have  had  access  to  the  Parish  Register  in  Desford  Church. 
The  handwriting  here  is  beginning  to  fade  away  and  in  some  records  is  quite  gone. 


"Lindridge  is  a  part  of  Desford  today,  and  contains  four  or  five  cottages.  In  1600,  it  was  an 
estate,  probably  a  gentleman's  estate.  It  appears  to  me  from  the  record  here  that  James  Crowson  was 
the  owner.  It  is  now  an  estate,  but  not  in  possession  of  a  Crowson. 

"I  traced  farther  back  in  the  Register,  but  one  needed  a  strong  magnifying  glass  and  I  found 
with  difficulty  that  James  Crowson  was  baptized  1550.  It  may  be  that  the  Crowsons  were  established 
in  Desford  long  before  1500  even.  I  had  difficulty  in  getting  any  further,  as  the  Vicar,  who  refused 
me  —  and  refuses  others  —  to  look  through  the  book  privately.  He  turns  the  leaves  over  and  finds 
what  he  is  asked..  It  appears  that  50  years  of  records  have  been  cut  out  of  the  book  and  stolen,  but  he 
says  there  are  records  at  Lincoln  Castle  and  it  may  be  that  the  missing,  or  a  copy  of  the  missing 
years,  is  there.  I  have  not  been  able  to  go  there.  I  shall  try  first  at  Leicester  Castle,  because 
I  know  some  records  are  there. 

"I  have  had  access  to  a  Family  Bible  of  one  John  Crowson,  on  the  cover  of  which  is  "John  Crow¬ 
son,  his  book,  given  him  by  Richard  Fox  (churchwarden)  November  24,  1790."  (Was  this  the  Bible  that 
was  afterwards  owned  by  the  late  Miss  Prudence  Archer  of  Red  Lion  Gardens,  Desford?)  This  Richard 
Fox  may  have  been  a  descendant  of  George  Fox,  the  Quaker,  who  was  born  at  Drayton  Village  in  1624, 
Leicestershire,  about  20  miles  from  Desford.  We  know  that  George  Fox  did  a  lot  of  wandering  and  it 
may  be  that  Richard  Fox  was  really  a  descendant  of  George  Fox.  He  visited  America  in  1671. 

"Further  research  may  reveal  an  even  longer  line  of  the  Crowson  family  in  Desford,  but  as  I 
stated  previously,  the  original  records  in  the  Parish  Register  earlier  than  this  are  partly  oblite¬ 
rated  by  the  process  of  time.  There  is  also  another  important  factor  in  ferreting  out  these  records 
and  that  is,  that  it  is  usually  the  custom  for  the  marriage  to  take  place  at  the  church  or  chapel  of 
the  bride's  choice  and  this  makes  the  task  very  difficult.  (December  21,  1936)

'*!  think  it  may  be  taken  as  certain  that  the  Crowsons  had  lived  in  Desford  for  many  genera¬ 
tions.  The  old  home  is  now  pulled  down  and  new  houses  erected  in  its  stead.  As  a  small  boy,  I 

recollect  visiting  it  and  at  that  time  it  was  a  very  old  place . When  I  was  a  small  boy  I 

have  often  walked  with  my  grandfather,  who  was  a  farmer  and  lived  at  Newbold  Verdon  (its  old  name 
was  Newbold-de-Verdun) ,  to  Newbold,  and  the  route  leads  through  Desford  Village  past  the  Church 
on  to  the  Newbold  Road,  besides  which  the  Crowson  homestead  stood.  He  always  said  to  me,  '’Well, 
we'd  better  call  and  see  your  aunts'."  (They  were  my  mother's  aunts  —  Prudence  and  Mary  Crowson  — 
spinster  sisters  of  John  Billings  Crowson  who  emigrated  to  America.)  Even  in  those  days  I  no¬ 
ticed  the  beautiful  old-fashioned  furniture  that  was  spotless  and  almost  priceless.  In  fact,  my 
Uncle  John  Crowson  Aspell  (late  of  Vancouver,  B. C. )  offered  them  a  big  price  for  one  or  two  art¬ 
icles  of  the  Crowsons,  but  they  refused  to  part  with  any.  Whatever  these  two  possessed  —  and 
their  home  was  the  original  Crowson  Home  —  was  later  owned  by  their  niece,  the  late  Miss  Prudence 
Archer  of  Desford.  She  looked  after  her  aunts,  Prudence  and  Mary  Crowson,  in  their  old  age  when 
they  had  become  straightened  in  circumstances,  and  her  Uncle  (their  brother)  John  Billinps  Crow¬ 
son,  sent  them  money  frequently  from  Germantown  (suburb  of  Philadelphia),  America;  so  at  their 
decease,  she  came  into  possession  of  everything.  There  were  photographs  of  previous  Crowsons. 

I  have  one  or  two  relics  of  the  Crowsons,  e. g. ,  I  have  my  Great,  Great  Grandfather  Crowson 's 
walking  stick.  (Letter  of  December  12,  1936) 

Writer's  note:  I  was  unable  to  obtain  any  photographs  (or  conies  of  them) 
of  any  early  Crowsons,  or  indeed,  of  anything  else  by  purchase  from  "Cousin" 

Prudence  Archer  other  than  an  ancient  tea.  cup  of  crude  pottery  such  as  were 
first  imported  into  England  from  China  before  cups  were  made  with  handles 
and  a  pair  of  lovely  old  brass  candlesticks.  Cousin  Prudence  was  a  dear  old 
soul,  "bent  with  rheumatism  and  bowed  with  age"  as  a  neighbor  of  hers  wrote; 
and,  though  poor,  old  and  ill,  she  had  a  "shining"  spirit  that  could  cheer 
him  up  when  he  was  depressed  l  She  passed  away  November  24,  1942,  and  this 
neighbor  placed  a  wreath  for  me  as  "from  an  American  Cousin". 

Further  quoting  from  the  Snowden  letters:  "The  work  of  tracing  these  ancestors  is  not 
easy,  as  we  in  England  have  no  genealogical  officer.  I  daresay  all  the  records  exist  but  in  very 
peculiar  places .

"It  would  appear  that  the  Crowsons  were  Puritans.  I  think  we  can  accept  that  as  certain. " 

(If  Crewdson,  Cresson  and  Crosson  were  related  to  Crowson,  then  Mrs.  Rose,  the  compiler,  has  much 
evidence  that  these  families  were  early  Quakers.)  "The  Crowsons  appear  to  have  been  hosiers  for 
many  generations,  not  in  a  big  way,  as  Desford  was  a  comparatively  small  village.  I  recollect  a 
shop  of  hand  frames,  or  looms,  and  winding  machines.  They  took  their  stockings  to  Hinckley  to  sell, 
but  as  power  driven  machines  supplanted  the  hand  machines,  their  business  gradually  decayed.  You 
ask  what  the  letters  FWA  mean.  They  simply  mean  Framework  Knitters.  Nowadays  this  appelation  is  only 
applied  to  the  few  remaining  Hand  Frame  Workers. " 

nA  John  Crowson,  whose  forbears  went  to  America,  (would  this  be  John  Billings  Crowson?) 
came  back  to  England  about  1810,  making  enquiries  at  Desford,  Leicestershire,  for  his  ancestors. 

He  called  to  see  my  grandfather.  What  this  Crowson  did  for  a  living,  nobody  seemed  to  be  able  to 
find  out,  but  he  had  to  visit  the  British  House  of  Commons  to  interview  the  late  Sir  Ellis  Ashmead 
Bartlett,  M.F.  and  went  on  to  Berlin  to  see  the  Kaiser,  and  then  on  to  Constantinople.  He  stayed  at 
the  Wyvern  Hotel  at  Leicester  which  has  recently  been  demolishes.  We  have  not  heard  anything  from 
him  since,  so  we  assume  that  he  has  passed  over.  He  may  possibly  have  never  again  reached  the  U.S.A. 
as  he  was  very  old  then.  I  did  not  see  him,  but  I  understand  that  he  was  about  80  years  old.  That 
was  over  120  years  ago,  as  it  is  now  1936." 

*In  regard  to  a  Coat  of  Arms:  The  Snowdens  posses  a  Coat  of  Arms, (and  he  describes  that 
of  Viscount  Snowden,  whose  Amorial  Bearings  are  almost  identical  with  his  own.)  I  have  not  been 
able  to  trace  anything  of  this  kind  belonging  to  the  Crowson,  but  one  never  knows. " 

"Leicester  Castle  is  not  quite  the  "Castle"  you  apparently  picture  it.  For  instane,  it  is 
not  anything  like  Windsor  Castle.  It  was  once,  perhaps  a  thousand  years  ago,  but  the  ruined  parts 
are  all  rebuilt  in  red  brick,  instead  of  stone,  which  has,  in  one  sanse  spoiled  it.  Besides  being 
the  Archives  of  Parish  Registers,  it  is  used  as  Law  Courts  where  delinquents  are  tried  by  magistrates. 
For  two  years  I  sat  as  a  magistrate  on  the  Bench  at  Leicester  Castle,  and  the  inside  is  simply  teem¬ 
ing  with  English  history  which  if  written  would  fill  a  volume.  I  have  not  finished  my  research  here 
yet,  and  until  then  I  am  not  visiting  Lincoln  Castle,  which  is  several  hours  journey." 

"Built  by  Robert  Leluard  in  1112,  Leicester  Castle  became  the  seat  of  the  earls  of  Lan¬ 
caster  for  several  generations,  the  last  of  whom  became  Henry  VI,  King  of  England.  During  the  War 
of  the  Roses,  the  civil  war  between  the  houses  of  York  and  Lancaster,  it  became  neglected.  Today

NOTES  OF  ESTELLE  CROWSON  AMAN 


The  earliest  record  we  have  found  in  our  "home11  county  of  Anson,  in  North  Carolina 
(where  the  writer  and  her  father  were  bron)  is  a  deed  dated  29  Sept  1729.  Our  first  an¬ 
cestor  comes  to  life  for  us  as  an  established  land  owner  before  1729,  as  this  deed  refers 
to  a  still  older  conveyance  (not  found  recorded)  in  which  the  father,  John  Crows on  Senior, 
had  given  and  deeded  to  the  son,  John  Crowson,  Junior,  150  acres  of  land  located  on  Hitch¬ 
cock  Creek,  a  tributory  of  the  Pee  Dee  River  in  Richmond  County.  (Cut  from  Anson  County  in 
1779.)  This  deed  sells  back,  to  the  father  30  acres,  so  John  Jr.  still  had  120  acres  left* 

DEED  OF  JOHN  CR0W50N  JR.  TO  JOHN  CROWSON  SR. 

This  indenture,  made  this  29th  day  of  Sept,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  twenty  nine 
between  John  Crowson  Jr.  of  the  province  and  state  of  North  Carolina  and  county  of  Anson 
of  the  one  part  and  John  Crowson  my  Daddy,  of  the  same  state  and  county  of  the  other  part, 

Witnesseth:  ...in  consideration  of  one  hundred  pounds  good  and  lawful  money  ...  in  hand 
psdd  by  John  Crowson,  my  Daddy  before  the  ensealing  and  delivery  of  these  presents  . 

a  certain  piece  of  land  on  the  north  side  of  Fee  Dee  and  West  side  of  Hitchcock  Creek 
supposed  to  be  thirty  acres  ...beginning  at  a  Red  Oak  sapling  on  the  West  side  of  Hitch  - 
cock  Creek,  it  being  the  first  beginning  tree  of  a  tract  of  land  taken  up  by  William  Wil- 
cher  containing  two  hundred  and  seventy  acres  running  up  Hitchcock  Creek  to  the  mouth  of 
a  small  spring.  Flag  Branch,  then  running  up  the  Branch  to  the  head  it  being  about  18  poles. 
Then  running  with  a  straight  line  from  Flag  Spring  to  a  place  where  Meeting  House  Spring 
runs  into  a  branch  that  runs  out  of  Hitchcock  Creek, about  three  poles  below  the  mouth  of  the 
Flag  Spring  Branch  then  running  up  the  head  to  Wilcher’s  back  line  near  the  second  corner 
from  the  beginning  to  the  said  second  corner  to  the  West,  then  down  a  holler  or  branch  to 
the  Red  Oak  sapling  on  Hitchcock  Creek,  the  beginning. 

To  have  and  to  hold  together  to  the  said  John  Crowson  my  daddy,  his  heirs,  executors, 
admrs.  or  assigns  forever  with  all  privileges  or  appurtenances  ....free  arri  clear  from  all 
encumberances  whatsoever,  only  excepted  the  rents  or  taxes  hereafter  due,  ani  that  I  John 
Crowson  Jr.,  my  heirs  . ...»  will  forever  hereafter  warrant  and  defend  the  above  land  as  afore¬ 
said  .-...against  the  lawful  claims  of  any  persons  whatsoever  that  may  lay  claim  thereto. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  set  my  hand  and  fixed  my  seal  the  day  and  date  first  above 

written.

Estelle  Crowson  Aman  Notes:  This  deed  names  three  generations,  father,  son  and  grandson.  It  is 
my  belief  that  John  Crowson  of  the  1729  deed  (page  133)  has  become  John  Crowson  Sr.  of  the  1777 
deed.  He  is  still  living,  having  acknowledged  the  1729  deed  in  1779,  when  he  had  grown  old*  His 
own  father  having  been  gathered  to  his  fathers,  he  in  turn  having  a  son  John,  he  now  becomes  the 
senior  John.  The  expression  rrMy  Daddy”  would  seem  that  of  a  young  man  in  1729,  whereas  The  love 
I  bore  my  son  Jehucal"  would  indicate  the  retrospective  affection  of  an  old  man.. 

Land  conveyed  in  a  1784  deed  consists  of  two  tracts,  one  from  a  survey  of  William  Wilcher, 
connecting  with  the  1729  deed,  and  the  other  tract  from  a  survey  of  William  Brown,  connecting 
with  the  1777  deed,  being  adjoining  land,  if  not  the  same  acreage.  All  of  this  land  was  on  Hitch 
cock  Creek,  and  one  description  referred  to  Bell's  Branch.  Note  how  the  lands  and  names  tie  to¬ 
gether  through  these  four  generation.

NOTES  ON  JOHN  CROWS ON  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 


1784 —  John  Crows on  (with  wife  Mary)  deeds  land  to  D.  Pittman  20  April  1784  and  refers  to 

John  Senior  as  deceased.  This  deed  als  >  refers  to  an  unrecorded  deed  made  by  John 

Crowson  sr.  to  his  son  John  Crowson  Jr.  on  6  April  1778. 

John  Crowson,  Revolutionary  War  Soldier,  received  pay  in  March  1784.  From  North  Car¬ 
olina  Rev..  Army  Accounts  Vol  Xll  page  39  folio  2.  Payment  also  made  in  May,  1784.  No  milit¬ 
ary  service  is  referred  to,  but  he  may  have  been  a  Quaker  who  sold  supplies  to  the  army.  A 

man  too  old  to  fight  would  also  be  called  a  patriot*  if  he  gave  aid  of  some  kind.. 

1789 —  John  Crowson's  grant  No.  308.  100  acres  -  ten  pounds.  Refers  to  Brown  and  Wilcher 
patents,  and  Belle  Branch.. 

1790 —  First  census  of  N.  C.  in  1790  shows  as  head  of  a  family,  John  Crowson,  with  3  sons 
under  16  years  of  age  and  3  "l^ee,  white,  females,  including  head  of  family”  and  no  slaves.. 

Also  in  Richmond  Co.  Sarah  Crowson,  head  of  a  family,  apparently  with  2  sons  over  16 
and  perhaps  one  daugh  „er  and  no  slaves.  Was  she  the  wife  of  Jehucal,  who  died  in  1782? 

1791 —  Johh  Crowson  bought  Lot  No. 41  in  Rockingham,  N. C..  from  Moses  Chambers  12  Apr.  for 
10  pounds. 

1792 —  John  Crowson  to  James  Cole,  both  of  Richmond  Co.  85  acres  for  100  pounds. 

1793—  John  Crowson  to  John  Stealy,  both  referred  to  as  planters.  Deeds  100  acres  for  30  pds* 

John  Crowson,  Enquire,  enters  50  acres  in  Richmond  Co.  on  head  of  Kingberry  Branch, 
south  side  of  Charaw,  including  James  Bound's  cow-pen.  (Some  historians  indicate  that  the 
word  ESQUIRE  after  a  man's  name  mark  him  as  an  educated  gentleman. ) 

John  Crowson  enters  100  acres  on  South  side  of  Kingberry  Branch,  opposite  mouth  of 
Pond  Branch,  on  both  sides  of  both  branches.

NOTES  ON  JOHN  CROWSON  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 


1813 —  John  Crovson  of  Rockingham  made  a  Will,  dated  23  Sept  .  H.  wife,. named  Mary,  a  son 
William  K.  Crowson, (then  in  the  army,)  &>  daughter  Nancy  B.  Knight. 

He  mentions  William's  son, John  Haywood  Crowson,  and  Nancy's  son,  John  Crowson  Knight* 
Will  mentions  a  daughter  Sina  B. .  Crowson,  and  mentions  having  sold  lots  to  one  Elisha. 
Crowson,  relationship  not  stated. 

Miscelllaneous  Notes  on  John  Crowson 

1770 —  A  petition  in  1770  to  Gov.  Council  and  Assembly  against  the  court  at  Salisbury,  say¬ 
ing  that  they  spent  much  gold  and  silver  there,  which  found  its  way  into  Virginia  and 
South  Carolina  from  the  province  of  North  Carolina.  Petition  asked  that  a  court  at 
Campbell ton  be  established,  Petition  signed  by  John  Crowson. 

From  the  Anson  Courthouse,  which  is  at  wades boro. 

1776—  A  list  of  outstanding  debts  in  the  Province  of  N.  C.  due  James  Cotton  Esq.  by  bonds, 
notes,  and  book  accounts  in  Feb.  when  the  books  fell  into  the  hands  of  an  enemy.  One 
who  owed  John  Cotton  was  John  Cross on. 

1772—  16  April  in  suit  Peter  Messier  vo  Joseph  Martin.  John  Crowson  on  the  jury. 

15  July,  ordered  -  John  Crowson,  overseer  of  road  from  Stephen  Coles  to  Hitchcock 
Creek  in  room  of  William  Watkins  and  Stephen  Cole,  Henry  Corington. . .  and  Nicholas 
Crowson  to  work  on  said  road  and  build  a  bridge  over  Hitchcock  Creek  in  conjunction 
with  John  Bounds. 

1774—  15  July  Ordered  road  laid  from  fork  of  road  above  Cole's  Bridge  to  province  line 

the  old  bridal  way,  by  Thomas  Bingman's  Plantation.  John  Crowson  to  work  this  road. 

1777 —  Ordered  Wm.  Threadgill  oversear  from  Brown's  Creek  to  Rocky  River,  the  road  to  turn 
a  small  distance  above  Major  Davidsons....  that  Thomas  Dockery  and  John  Neil  Crow- 
son  continue  as  overseer  of  roads. 

April,  on  the  Grand  Jury,  John  Crowson. 

Oct  11,  1775  Ordered  John  Crowson  Jr.  constable  in  room  of  Joseph  Hall* 

1790 —  Fayette  District,  Richmond  Co.  U.S.-  Book  of  Census  for  North  Carolina  -  page  45

9  Aug  Jehucal  obtained  Grant  #172  for  100  acres  lying  North  of  Hitchcock  Creek,  be¬ 
ginning  at  a  hickory  below  Crowson's  Mill."

The  inventoried  estate  of  Jehucal  Crowson  was  sold  on  March  15,  1782.  These  items 
of  interest  were  listed  -  2  feather  beds,  1  gridiron,  2  iron  ladles,  3  jugs,  3  chairs, 
1  box,  1  linen  wheel,  1  quart  punch  bowl,  rum  glasses,  1  spice  mortor,  1  pair  fire- 
tongs,  1  flesh  fork,  1  chest,  1  table,  1  looking  glass,  1  pair  spoon  moulds  etc,  etc. 
Sarah  Crowson  bought  a  parcel  of  books,  a  set  of  smith's  tools,  a  parcel  of  pewter,  1 
broad  axe,  chairs,  2  beds  and  sifter  etc.  John  Crowson  bought  a  parcel  of  books,  tub 
and  palls,  a  little  wheel,  parcel  of  old  barrels  and  a  cask. 

There  seems  to  be  no  pay  nor  pension  record  from  the  Revolutionary  War  on  Jehucal. 

If  Sarah  were  Jehucal's  widow,  would  she  have  to  buy  portions  of  his  estate?

1777—  Elisha:  is  named  as  son  of  Jebucal  and  grandson  of  John  in  a  deed  dated  14  July. 

Deed  Book  b  page  261  N.  C.  Records. 

1782 —  E -  Crovson  received  Rev.  War  pay,  #1064  in  Oct. 

1798  -  Elisha  Crowson  with  William  Crovson  made  a  joint  deed  to  William  Long  14  Dec  for 
3  parts  of  land.  100  acres  North  of  Hitchcock  Creek  on  Great  Branch  referred  to 
William  Brown's  patent, (deed  bl  B  page  261)  150  acres  granted  to  Jehucal,  beginn¬ 
ing  at  the  same  dogwood  as  the  land  just  described  (recorded  in  old  grant  book  of 
Richmond  Co.)  and  1  acre  bought  by  Jehucal  for  a  Grist  Mill  site. 

The  first  tract  above  described  was  from  the  1777deed  to  Jehucal  and  Elisha  to¬ 
gether.  Jehucal  having  died  in  1782,  Elisha  was  now  in  possession..  The  other  two 
tracts  had  formerly  been  owned  by  Jehucal,  father  of  Elisha. 

1801—  William  Long  made  a.  deed  to  Elisha  Crowson  22  April.  Acreage  not  stated,  but  the 
transaction  was  $100.. 

War  of  1812—  Elisha  Crowson,  private  from  Richmond  Co.  N.  G.  was  in  Capt.  John  Blue's  Co. 

Major  Cameron's  command,  N.-C..  Militia.  He  served  in  married  men's  detachment  at 

Deepwater  Point  N.  C..  He  served  from  29  July  1813  to  29  Jan  1814.. 

1813 —  In  John  Crowson *s  Will  of  1813,  Elisha  Crovson  was  emntioned,  relationship  was  not 
stated.  John  mentioned  lands  sold  to  Elisha,  for  which  Elisha  held  his  bonds. 

1823 —  Deed  to  Elisha  Crowson  from  Thomas  Crawford  of  Carroll,  Term,  dated  23  Jan. 

1824 —  Elisha  Crowson  makes  a  deed  to  John  Moody,  dated  20  March.  Consideration  $400. 

This  was  lot  #  39  whereon  Elisha  now  lives,  in  Rockingham,  by  Washington  St. 

1826 —  Elisha  Crowson  deeds  to  Benj.  H.  Covington  2  Dec.  lot  #40  in  Rockingham,  where 
Elisha  then  lived,  with  all  improvements.  Attested  by  Calvin  C.  Covington  and 
Hampton  Mathews.  Book  M  page  422.

NOTES  ON  THE  NAME  ELISHA  CROWS  ON 


1829 —  Elisha  Crows on  obtains  Grant  #1962  on  the  31  Dec.  This  was  120  acres  on  both  sides 
of  the  road  from  Rockingham  to  Fayetteville. 

1831 —  Elisha  makes  a  deed  to  William  Crovson  on  the  26  March  for  5  shillings.  This  was 
lot  #39  in  Rockingham  where  Elisha  formerly  lived,  containing  acre.  Also,  title 

and  my  right  to  lots  53  and  54  just  back  of  39  and  40,  acre  each,  including  improvements 
William  had  become  security  for  Elisha  on  two  notes  of  $100.  each,  and  also  became  princi¬ 
pal  on  one  note  of  $100.  All  three  notes  were  dated  29  Feb.  1831,  payable  to  John  Moody. 

If  Elisha  failed  to  pay,  then  William  might  sell. 

1832 —  Elisha'  made  a  deed  to  William  P.  Rush  on  the  8  March  of  120  acres  for  $50.  This 
was  Grant  #  1962,  same  as  above.. 

1836 —  The  will  of  Elias  Gardner,  dated  28  Jan,  made  a  bequest  to  Elisha  Crowson  Senior  of 
1  barrel  and  runlet,  (which  Elisha'  still  owed  him  for)  and  other  unpaid  notes. 

(  Does  this  cancelling  of  notes  imply  relationship?  ) 

In  this  same  will,  Elias  Gardner  made  a  separate  bequest  to  James  Crowson. 

1839 —  Elisha  Crowson  make's  a  deed  to  Wra  B.  Cole  on  the  4th  of  Sept.  Description  mentions 
adjoining  lands  of  Dr.  C.  C.  Covington  and  Wnu  B.  Cole.  Witnesses  were  John  Knight 
and  J.  C.  Knight.  The  1813  will  of  John  Crowson  names  his  grandson,  John  Crowson  Knight, son 
of  his  daughter  Nancy  B.  Knight. 

1845 —  Elisha  Crowson  makes  a  deed  to  Walter  Terry  on  the  13  Jan  for  $100.  Property  not 
mentioned.  Witnesses  were  Eli  Terry  and  B.  B.  McKinkie.  Book  1  page  403. 

1852 —  Elisha  Crowson  acquires  from  E.  T.  Long-  on  the  12  Jan  yi\  acres  for  $28.  This  land 
is  on  the  North  side  of  South  Prong  of  Falling  Creek,  adjoining  William  Crowson 's 
old  home  tract.  (Martha  Crowson.  Great  Aunt  of  Estelle  Growson  Aman,.  conveyed 
this  tract  to  her  brother  in  1872.,) 

Elisha  also  acquired  from  Wiat  Dawkins  on  28  Sept  400  acres  for  $200.  James  W. 
Crowson  was  a  witness.  Book  U  page  397. 

Note--  In  Martha  Crowson's  1872  Deed  of  land  from  her  father  James'  estate,  a  tract  had 
the  same  beginning  as  the  land  Elisha  got  from  Long,  but  was  on  the  North  side  of  South 
Prding  of  Falling  Creek.  The  witness  was  James  W.  Crowson,  brother  of  Martha.

1849 —  James  W.S.  Crovson  had  a  deed  from  Mial  Wall,  29  Aug  of  l^acres  for  $171.26. 

Property  was  near  the  town  of  Rockingha,  on  the  road  leading  thence  to  Wall's 
Ferry.  Beginning  at  South  East  corner  of  Samuel  Terry's  corner  near  his  black 
smith  shop  and  running  North  to  11  West,  with  Samuel  Terry's  line  3  chains  0 
15  links  to  Samuel  Terry's  North  Sast  corner,  North  79  East  4  chains,  then  on 
South  11  West  3  chains  and  15  links  to  beginning.  Book  U  page  145 

1854—  James  W.S.  Crowson  deeds  to  Mahala  H.  Clendon  and  her  three  heirs,  Elisha  C. 
Susan  and  Joseph  Clendon.  Mar.  7,  "for  love  and  regard  for  herU  Mahala  was  a 
sister  of  James  W.S.  Crowson. 

Note  From  Estelle  Crowson  Aman 

One  Adam  Crowson  lived  in  Ashboro  and  in  Wilksboro. 

My  brother,  who  used  to  live  at  High  Point,  North  Carolina,  once  met  a  Thad 
Crowson,  a  substantial  farmer  of  Randolph  County,  hear  High  Point.  He  also 
met  Scott  Crowson, (older  than  my  father)  who  lived  in  Randolph  Co,  near  Shep¬ 
ard  Hill,  and  had  a  married  daughter  living  in  Ashboro,  N. C.  Some  pretty  Crow¬ 
son  girls  of  Randolph  Co.  went  to  Burlington  N.C.  years  ago,  and  were  guests 
of  my  cousin  there  during  &S.S.  convention.  I  exchanged  letters  with  Mrs.  Scot 
Crowson  several  years  ago,  when  she  was  over  80.  She  has  a  married  daughter,  a 
Miss  Lucy  Clyde  who  married  L.P.  Ross,  and  who  was  once  a  friend  of  Mrs.  Fred 
Arraway,  now  of  Charleston.

NOTES  ON  THE  NAME  WILLIAM  CRONS ON 


1783-4-  William  Crowson  received  Rev.  War  Pay  from  16  July  to  18  March,  as  from 
Wilmington  Cistrict,  N.  C.  (filming ton  is  the  County  Seat  of  New  Hanover 
Co.  Before  counties  were  formed,  the  st&te  was  divided  into  districts  & 
Richmond  Co.  was  in  Fayette  District,  which  doubtless  joined  Wilmington 
District. ) 

One  William  Jordon  Crowson  died  in  Conway  S.  C.  before  March  1808.  While 
his  inventory  listed  a  military  uniform,  drum  and  guns,  records  have  not 
so  far  shown  his  relationship  to  the  above  William  Crowson. 

1796— William  Crowson  deeds  to  William  Robinson  on  the  16  Sept  183  acres  North 
of  Hitchcock  Creek.  This  deed  refers  to  land  of  John  Crowson,  also  the 
adjoining  land  of  James  Crowson,  and  it  is  witnessed  by  William  Crowson. 

1798 —  William  And  Elisha  make  a  joint  deed  Dec.  14th..  (See  page  151) 

1799 —  William  Crowson's  deed  from  W..  Jernigan  16  Jan  for  lOOpounds.  Beginning 
at  a  Sassafras  tree,  running  between  a  black  Oak  and  a  white  Oak,  with  a 
stake  among  two  black  jacks  and  a  pine  etc.  John  Crowson  was  a  witness.. 

1805 — William  Crowson  deeds  to  Benjamin  S^ealy  3  April  187  acres  in  Richmond  Co. 
for  50  pounds.  Refers  to  James’  adjoining  lands- 

1808 — William  Crowson,  guardian  to  Wm.  Cole  Mar.  5.  Given  power  of  attorney  to 
collect  amount  due  Wm-  Cole  from  Admr,  Garrison  living  in  Conn.  (  This 

page  of  the  record  book  was  covered  with  red  mud.  On  a  margin  was  a  no  tac¬ 
tion  that  the  book  had  been  thrown  into  the  muddy  street  during  Sherman's 

Raid  in  the  wqr  between  the  states,  but  was  later  rescued  by  a  "lady." 

1813 — William  Crowson  makes  a  deed  to  Arus  Luntsford  17  April,  27  acres  for $50. 
William  K.  Crowson,  son  of  John  Crowson,  was  in  the  army  in  1813  when  his 
father's  will  was  made.  There  is  a  tradition  in  Estelle  Crowson's  family 
that  a  William  Crowson  married  a  Miss  Terry  and  moved  West.  However,  one 
William  remained  in  Richmond  Co.  until  around  1849.

NOTES  ON  THE  NAME  JAMES  CR0U50N 


1780—  James  Crovson  was  born  16  April  in  Richmond  Co  N.  C.  He  married  Nancy  about  1805 
of  Montgomery  Co  N.  C.  whose  records  were  burned  in  1843,  so  that  nothing  remains 
of  her  source..  The  Bible  registry  discloses  only  that  Nancy  was  born  10  April  e 
died  11  May  1843.  James  died  in  Rockingham  18  Oct.  I846. 

(See  page  130  for  family  group  sheet  of  James  and  Nancy  Hunt?  Poole?  Covington?) 

1796  Adjoining  lands  of  James  are  mentioned  in  William  Crowson 's  de vd  to  Mr.  Robinson. 

1816 —  At  the  December  term  of  court,  James  Crowson  appears  "unconnected  with  Elijah 
Thomas  or  his  wife  Rachael”  to  place  her  in  possession  of  her  dower  rights  in 
her  husband's  estate. 

1817—  James  was  a  witness  on  a  deed  of  William  Crowsons.  James  land  referred  to. 

1835—  James  Crowson  and  Nar.cy,  his  wife,  made  a  deed  to  Samuel  Jenagan  22  Jan  for  $10. 
James  signed  this  paper,  but  Nancy  made  a  mark.  However,  she  was  ill,  and  may 
have  been  able  to  write  under  normal  circumstances. 


1836—  Will  of  Elias  Gardner,  dated  28  Jan  bequeathes  for  4  years,  to  James  Crowson, 

"the  use  of  my  lands  and  improvements.  ”  The  land  was  on  the  South  side  of  Spring 
Branch,  and  the  West  side  of  Bell's  Branch,  near  Jehucal  and  John? 

Who  was  this  Elias  Gardner?  Why  did  he  leave  the  land  for  4  years,  and  who  got  it  after 
that  time?  Gardner  was  pensioned  after  the  Rev.  War  on  4  Mar  1831. Did  he  marry  a  Crowson? 

1854 —  The  adjoining  lands  of  her  "deceased  father"  James  Crowson  were  referred  to  when 
Martha  Crowson  entered  100  acres  in  Richmond  Co  in  1854.  The  adjoining  lands  of 
his  "deceased  father"  were  also  referred  to  by  James  W..  Crowson. 

In  1872,  Martha  conveyed  certain  tracts  of  land  to  her  brother  James  W..  Crowson.  There 
were  4  tracts,  one  adjoining  a  400  acres  tract  of  J..C..  Knight  on  Pond  Branch,  one  on  Fall 
ing  Creek  adjoining  William  Crowson's  old  home  tract,  another  from  Samuel  Dawkins  on  the 
same  Falling  Creek,  and  the  last  one  on  the  South  prong  of  Falling  Creek.  So  from  1729 
until  James  W..  lost  the  Crowson  land,  the  family  seems  to  have  been  in  the  near  vicinity 
of  Hitchcock  Creek  and  its  tributaries.

NOTES  ON  THE  CHILDREN  OF  JAMES  AND  NANCY  CROWS ON 


1806--  Hanry  Harrison  Crovson,  eldest  child,  was  born  28  Sept  1806  and  became  a  well- 
known  local  Methodist  Minister.  He  married  Harriet  Everett,  daughter  of  John  @ 
Sally  Curtis  Everett,  grand-daughter  of  Thomas  EJverett  and  Elizabeth  Covington, 
who  was  the  daughter  of  William  Covington  of  Maryland  who  eqrly  settled  in  Rich¬ 
mond  Co.  Harriett  Everett  was  born  1810.  They  were  married  17  Dec.  1863,  when  he  was  57* 
Her  grandfather  served  against  the  Indians. 

In  a  write  up  of  the  old  Zion  Church  in  1930,  one  member  then  living,  W.  C.  Ellerbe,  per¬ 
sonally  remembered  the  Rev.  H. H.  Crovson  along  with  two  other  " local” (that  is,,  independ¬ 
ent  and  not  affiliated  with  6n  organized  conference)  preachers  as  "hard  working  men  who 
would  often  travel  in  an  old  buggy  10  or  12  miles  or  walk  5  or  6  miles  to  conduct  a  ser¬ 
vice  or  prayer  meeting. ...  consecrated  men  of  an  older  generation.  The  occassion  of  this 
write  up  seemed  to  be  the  Diamond  Jubilee  at  Zion  Church  on  5  Oct  1930,  and  the  Rocking¬ 
ham  Post-Despatch  gave  a  history  of  the  old  church  on  its  75th  anniversary.  A  Mr.W. H. 
Covington  mentioned  the  deed  from  William  Covington  and  Nichols  to  Henry  H.  Crowson  et 
al  Trustees,  conveying  one  acre  for  this  church.  It  seems  that  money  was  scarce  and  the 
members  could  not  afford  cash,  so  they  worked  at  night,  hewing  the  timbers  for  the  build¬ 
ing,  with  real  community  spirit. 

.The  marriage  records  at  the  N.  C.  Historical  Commission  include  a- number  of  ceremonies 
performed  by  the  Rev.  H©nry  Harrison  Crowson.  In  his  day  he  doubtless  baptised  infants, 
comforted  the  dying  and  buried  the  dead. 

1825 —  Henry  H.  Crowson  is  menioned  in  the  will  of  ^osiah  Lane,  dated  9  Feb. 

Josiah  Lane  lends  to  his  wife,  Comfort  Lane,  for  her  life,  a  certain  tract  of  land 
on  Webb  Ferry  Road,  adjoining  land  of  William  Covington,  also  the  whole  of  his  per 
sonal  property  of  every  description.  At  her  death,  the  whole  of  the  above  mentioned  items 
be  bequeathed  to  Henry  H..  Crowson,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever.  He  also  bequeathed  all 
his  other  lands  to  the  Rev.  Crowson. 

Was  Comfort  Lane  a  Crowson  before  her  marriage?  Three  others  are  mentioned  to  inherit 
this  property  if  H.-H.  Crowson  does  not  have  heirs  -Josiah  Haley,  Josiah  Lassiter  and 
Josiah  W.  Corbett.  These  three  Josiah's  may  have  been  named  for  Josiah  Lame*

1836—  The  Rev.  (Wm?)  Henry  Crowson,  Methodist  Minister,  preached  at  the  first  service 
in  the  Piney  Grove  Baptist  Church  in  the  absence  of  a  Baptist  Minister. 

1839 —  The  adjoining  land  of  H.  H..  Crowson  was  referred  to  in  the  deed  of  Thomas  S.  Crow- 
son(Estelle's  grandfather  and  brother  of  H.-H.  Crowson)  from  Joseph  Lassiter,  on 
28  Jan.  H.  H.  Crowson  was  also  a  witness  on  the  deed. 

1845 —  H. H.  Crowson  and  Susan  Crowson  were  witnesses  on  a  deed  of  Joseph  Lassiter  to 
Stephen  Cole,  dated  18  Jan* 

Who  was  Susan  Crowson?  One  Susanna  Crowson  lived  in  S.C.  in  1819,  and  was  married  to 
Brig.  Gen  Robert  Conway,  a  soldier  of  the  Rev.  War  in  April,  at  Conwayborough. 

1845 —  Comfort  Lane  makes  a  deed  to  H.H.  Crowson  in  Jan  for  $47.36.  What  property? 

1848 —  Comfort  Lane  makes  a  deed  to  H.H.  I Crowson  8  Feb.  21  acres  for  $50  (  her  lifetime 
excepted. )  A  certain  tract  of  land  in  Richmond  Co.  N. C.  beginning  at  a  post  oak 
..leading  from  Rockingham  to  Wall  Ferry. . deeded  by  William  Covington  to  Josiah 
land. ...to  the  edge  of  Zion  Campground*. . to  said  Crowson  corner. . to  the  beginning. 

1857—  Deed  to  H.H.  Crowson  from  Wm  Covington  on  23  Mar.  Consideration  was  ’’respect 

that  Wm,  Covington  had  for  religion. .. to  preach  and  expound  God's  Holy  word, etc.  " 

1864—  Henry  H.  Crowson's  deed  from  Stephen  Cole  17  Sept.  $600.  for  50  acres... ..  the 

road  leading  from  Wall's  Ferry  to  Rockingham. ..  from  C.  C.  Everett's  passing  near 
said  Crowson's  house  and  there  with  said  road  towards  Crowson's  house  and  on* 

1877 — H.H.  Crowson  and  W.T.  Nochols  made  a  deed  to  John  C.  Smith,  Hiram  Hicks  and  Samuel 
Lassiter  for  the  school  district  #11.  (For  the  white  race. ) 

H.H.-  Crowson  and  other  Trustees  of  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Rockingham, who 
were  Robert  S.  Ledbetter,  Peter  W.  Stansill,  Robt.  L.  Steele,  James  A.  Covington 
and  Henry  C.  Wall,  made  a  deed  to  James  H.  Aycock  and  Dugold  Stewart,  Trustees 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Rockingham  on  1  Jan. 

The  will  of  H.H.  Crowson  is  dated  16  Feb,  1877.  He  bequeathes  $50.  to  his  brother  James 
W.  Crowson,  and  $10  to  eadh  of  the  heirs  of  his  deceased  brother  Thomas  S.  Crowson,  ex¬ 
cepting  William  J.  Crows on (Es telle 's  father)  who  has  lived  with  him  for  a  time,"  he 
having  received  his  proportionate  share.  He  left  him  10£.  Had  he  known  Wm.  J.  was  about 
to  enter  the  ministry  himself,  the  Rev.  might  have  been  a  bit  more  generous..

NOTES  ON  THE  CHILDREN  OF  JAMES  MID  NANCY  CROWS  ON 


Henry  Harrison  Crowson 's  vri.ll  also  remembered  George  W.  Crowson,  a  colored  boy,  raised 

by  the  Rev.  He  was  given  about  60  acres  on  the  South  side  of  the  road  from  Rockingham 

to  Zion  Church.  Two  acres  were  given  to  Georges  mother,  names  Eliza,  for  lifetime.  They 
may  have  been  faithful  ’’retainers"  who  served  him  well,  but  leaving  his  land  to  them 
instead  of  his  own  kin  seems  a  little  queer.  He  also  gave  to  Mary  Perkins (  a  white  per¬ 
son  he  raised)  all  the  land  deeded  to  him  by  Stephen  Cole  and  M.  C.  Ellerbe,  of  which  a 

pasturage  was  to  be  used  by  his  wife  Harriet  as  long  as  she  lived.  To  his  beloved  wife, 
he  left  all  land  deeded  to  him  by  Henry  Covington.  At  her  death,  this  land  was  to  go  to 
Wm.  D.  Adams,  son  of  Mary  Perkins.  Jacob  Perkins  was  first  named  sole  executor  of  the 
will  16  Feb.  1877,  But  on  22  May,  that  appointment  was  revoked,  and  Harriet  was  made 
sole  executor.  Witnesses  were  Alexander  A.  Covington,  Henry  A.  Covington,  Jacob  Parkins 
and  M.  C.  Ellerbe.  The  will  was  filed  15  Feb.  1879.  We  do  not  know  where  he  is  buried. 
Perhaps  in  the  Everett  graveyard  or  Rockingham  Cemetary. 

1879 —  George  W.  Crows on (colored  boy)  made  a  deed  to  John  S.  Smyth  of  Washington  Co.  Va. 
10  March,  receiving  *$100  for  his  land  left  by  H.  H.  Crowson. 

1811-  Martha  Crowson,  second  child  of  James  and  Nancy  waa  born  12  May.  She  was  said  to  be 
a  great  beauty,  and  was  called  "good  Aunt  Patsy"  in  later  life.  She  never  married.  She 
died  af£er  1872,  the  date  of  Jier  deed  to  her  brother  James  W.  and  before  the  date  of  the 
will  of  her  brother  H. H.  in  1877. 

1814 —  Thomas  S.  Crowson  was  born  26  March  in  Richmond  Go.  This  is  Estelle's  grandfather. 
He  was  married  29  May  1837  to  Eliza  Jane  Covington,  daughter  of  John  and  Nancy  Alderman 
Covington,  both  of  Richmond  Co.  Estelle's  great  grandfather,  John  Covington  was  grandson 
of  Benjamin  Covington,  on  whose  Rev.  War  record  the  writer  joined  D. A. R.  The  writer  being 
Estelle.  John  Covington's  maternal  grandfather  was  the  Rev.  William  Bennett. 

Eliza  Jane  Covington  was  born  26  May  1820  and  died  5  Aug  1893.  Thomas  S.  Crowson  died  18 
Oct  1857  in  Anson  Co.,  Eliza  married  again  to  Thomas  Carpenter  on  6  Jan.  1867.  He  died  on 
15  Sept  1877.  He  left  no  children.

1838 —  Martha  Ann  Crovson  born  15  Sept,  Baptised  1839,  died  1843. 

1840 —  John  Covington  Crowson  b  3  Mar  .  Baptised  I84O,  died  28  June  1862  in  Civil  War. 

1841 —  Benjainin  W.  Crowson  born  17  Dec*  Died  1842. 

1843 —  Henry  Harrison  Crowson  born  5  Dec.  Baptised  1844.  Died — 

I846—  Thomas  Seigic  born  17  April.  Baptised  1849  .  Died  — 

I848 —  Eliza  Jane  Crowson  born  28  Aug  Baptised  1849  Died  15  Aug  1895. 

1851 —  William  James  Crowson  born  17  April,  Died  29  Feb.  1929 

1854 —  George  Washington  Crowson  born  23  Jan  Baptised  1873.  Died  29  Jan  1887. 

This  data  was  copied  from  a  lovely  old  Bible  once  owned  by  Dr.  Thomas  S.  Crowson.  In 
1900  it  was  in  the  possession  of  Dr.  Crovson's  eldest  son,  Henry  H.  Crowson  of  States¬ 
ville,  North  Carolina.  He  also  had  a  worn  leather  volume  on  Medicine,  but  the  family  do 
not  now  know  what  became  of  these  precious  books. 

John  Covington  Crowson  entered  Artillery  Service,  Confederate  Army,  when  21  years  of  age. 

He  died  in  the  "Seven  Days  Battle  Before  Richmond. " 

The  first  Thomas  Crovson  appears  in  1786  when  he  bought  lot  #  59  at  the  first  sale  of  lota 
in  Rockingham,  N. C.  Was  Thomas  S.  named  for  him?  One  Thomas  Crowson  received  Rev.  War 
pay,  from  Roger  Griffith,  Esq.  Sheriff  of  Chatham.  A  Thomas  Crowson  was  listed  as  the  head 
of  a  family  in  1790  in  Parish  of  St.  George  Winyah,  Georgetown  District,  S. C. 

1807 — Thomas  Crowson  was  a  witness  on  the  deed  of  John  Crowson  to  Cole  17  Oct*  This  must 
be  the  Thomas  who  bought  lot  #  59  in  Rockingham,  in  1786. 

1839 —  Ag  a  young  man  of  25,  Thomas  S.  buys  a  lot  in  Richmond  Co.  on  the  Wall's  Ferry  Rd* 

1855 —  Thomas  S.  Crowson  of  Anson  Co.  now,  sells  29  Dec.  a  1  acre  tract  he  got  in  1839* 

1857 —  Thomas  S.  Crowson  died  suddenly  18  Oct.  leaving  a  widow  with  several  small  children. 
The  grave  is  in  Wades boro  Cemetary,  without  a  marker,  but  with  a  lovely  tree  there*

CHIIDREN  OF  THOMAS  S.CROUBON  AND  HIS  WIFE  ELIZA  JANE  COVINGTON 


1877—  Thomas  S.  was  mentioned  in  the  will  of  H.H.  Crowson  dated  16  Feb.  as  his  deceased 
brother.  From  the  Will  Book  of  Richmond  Co. 

Estelle  Crowson  Aman  writes  -  "My  father  told  me  that  his  own  father  was  largely  self  - 
taught,  being  a  very  good  botanist,  and  country  doctor.  He  once  prepared  a  medicine 
which  the  family  called  ’'Eureka."  Grandmother  said  that  he  was  a  good  max,  and  a  class 
leader  in  the  Methodist  Church  at  Wadesboro,  which  ,  as  I  understand  it,  is  something 
like  the  lay  reader  in  the  Episcopal  Church  of  today.  I  never  saw  a  picture  of  my  grand¬ 
father  Crowson. " 

"I  have  a  lovely  little  portrait  of  my  grandmother,  Eliza  Jane.  She  used  to  visit  us,  and 
I  remember  her  well.,  She  was  straight  and  sl&nder,  even  at  72  years  of  age,  when  I  last 
saw  her.  I  remember  her  always  dressed  in  black  with  a  little  white  ruching  at  throat  and 
wrists.  She  had  soft  white  hair,,  parted  in  the  middle,  and  big  brown  eyes.  She  was  very 
devout,  though  animated  and  lively  in  conversation,  and  fond  of  reading  fiction,  as  well 
as  her  Bible.  One  of  her  hobbies  was  tracing  "kin"  and  I  used  to  think  she  could  trace  any 
and  everybody  in  Wadesboro  and  Rockingham  back  to  Adam  —  and  yet  none  of  the  family  had 
the  vision  to  set  down  in  black  and  white  all  that  rich  store  of  information  to  be  had  for 
the  asking.’.  Thought  I  was  very  young  when  I  knew  her,  her  tender  love  and  sympathy  for  me 
in  my  childish  hurts  still  follows  me,  making  me  more  sympathetic  with  children.  Among 
my  few  nice  antiques  I  treasure  most  an  old  Chelsea  sugar  bowl  of  hers  and  a  little  tilt- 
top  table  which  my  father  told  me  they  called  the  "candle  stand."  This  table  always  held 
her  Bible  and  a  candle  in  its  candlestick." 

1816—  William  R.  Crowson  was  born  11  Jan.  Estelle's  notes  have  nothing  beyond  the  date  of 
his  birth  from  the  old  Bible,  and  that  he  was  a  silversmith,  plus  the  following  data 
from  the  sale  of  his  estate. 

1851 —  James  W.  Crowson  was  administrator  on  the  estate  of  his  brother,  William  R.  Crow¬ 
son,  and  swore  as  to  the  true  inventory  at  the  April  Term  of  Open  Court  in  1851. 
William  left  these  interesting  items  -  1  gun  riffle,  1  silver  watch,  13  watch  cry¬ 
stals,  1  walking  cane,  1  blowing  horn,  1  comfort,  1  blow  pipe,  3  hats,  1  fine  bedstead,  2 
fishing  poles,  1  blanket,  1  set  of  plates,  1  wash  pan  and  flask,  1  candlestick  snuffer,  1 
bottle  turpentine,  1  bottle  varnish,  1  bad  quilt,  1  small  axe,  etc.  etc.

CHILDREN  OF  THOMAS  S.  CROWSON  AMD  H^S  WIFE  ELIZA  JANE  COVINGTON 

1818—  Estelle's  notes  carry  no  information  on  John  L.  Crowson.  He  was  born  20  Nov. 

1821 —  Nancy  was  born  11  May.  These  dates  are  in  the  old  family  Bible.  No  further  data. 

1825 —  James  W.  Crowson,  youngest  child  of  James,  b  1780)  was  born  25  Jan.  He  seems  to 
have  eventually  inherited  most  of  the  lands  of  his  father,  becoming  a  planter  of 
Richmond  Co.  Thereby  hangs  a  sad  tale,  as  it  is  a  tradition  that  he  had  a  weak¬ 
ness  for  strong  drink,  and  lost  most  of  his  lands.  The  little  old  Bible  referred 
to  is  now  owned  by  one  of  his  descendants. 

James  W.  married  Permelia  Newton,  daughter  of  Younger  Newton,  (see  page  136.)  Estelle 
writes  that  her  father  seems  not  to  have  known  the  children  of  his  Uncle,  James  W.  Crowson. 

Thomas  Walter,  son  of  James  W.  died  several  years  ago  in  Sandofrd,  N. C.  leaving  a  widow 
and  children,  including  J. E.  Crowson,  who  owned  a  store  at  Broadway,  N.  C.  which  he  rented 
while  he  worked  insurance  at  Raeford. 

John  R..  Crowson, (son  of  James  W. )  died  a  year  or  two  ago,  leaving  no  sons.  (Estelle  wrote 
this  about  1940.)  He  left  two  daughters:-  Maggie  Lee  who  married  Clifford  Strickland,  and 
Dora  who  married  Robert  Gathings.  An  infant  daughter,  named  Ada,  born  2  Sept  1899,  died 
2  Feb.  1900,  and  is  buried  in  Dawkins  Graveyard,  beside  a  new  road  leading  to  the  city 
reservoir  on  Wire  Grass  Road.  How  were  they  related  to  the  Dawkins? 

1852 —  James  W.  Crowson  was  witness  on  a  deed  to  Elisha  from  Wiat  Dawkins,  conveying  to 
Elisha  400  acres  South  of  North  Prong  of  Upper  Falling  Creek,  28  Sept. 

1854 —  A  newspaper  account  of  repair  to  the  old  Masonic  Hall  in  Wadesboro  told  of  the 
removal  of  the  corner  stone  and  the  opening  of  a  sealed  leaden  box  beneath.  From 
the  articles  found  were  gleaned  bits  of  history.  A  card  was  found  in  this  box,  one  side 
bearing  the  name  "J.W.  Crowson,  14  Oct  1854.”  On  the  other  side  was  the  name,”H^C.  Horne 
Sheriff,  elected  Aug  1854. "  AS  neither  was  a  Mason,  they  were  probably  idle  bystanders 
or  friends  at  the  ceremony.  James  W.  was  then  29. 

A  Martha  Ann  Crowson  (born  1800)  was  married  to  Walter  Batton(born  1801)  on  22  May  1882 
at  the  home  of  James  Crowson.  Witnesses  were  Joseph  Crowson,  John  Benoist,  Lewis  Batton. 
The  minister  was  Rev.  F.  Landford..

JAM E5  W.  SON  OF  JAMES  CROWS  ON 


1861-4-James  W.  served  in  the  38  Regt  on  the  War  between  the  States.  His  name  in  on  the 
Memorial  Roster  bronze  plate  in  the  Rockingham  Court  House. 

1871 —  James  W.  enters  100  acres  in  Richmond  Co.  17  Feb. 

1872—  James  W.  's  deed  from  his  sister  Martha  18  June,  conveying  lands  inherited  from  her 
father,  and  connecting  his  and  his  lands  with  the  older  Crowson  family. 

James  W.  and  Permelia,  his  wife,  make  a  deed  to  A.G.  MeKethen  dated  13  Aug.  Refers 
to  lands  having  been  ganted  to  William  Dawkin.  14  Dec.  1812. 

1877 —  James  W.  mentioned  in  the  will  of  his  brother  H. H.  Crowson  ,  dated  16  Feb. 

1879 —  James  W.  and  wife  Permelia  deed  to  Alexander  Stewart  as  security  for  $150. debt  , 
four  tracts  If  lands  that  which  he  acquired  from  Martha,  that  adjoining  William 
Crowsons  old  home  tract,  another  from  Martha  on  Falling  Creek,  and  one  from  Will 
Dawkins,  lying  on  South  prong  of  Falling  Creek. 

1880 —  James  W.  and  wife  Permelia  deed  to  Alexander  Stewart  11  Jan  for  $300.  140  acres  on 
Falling  Creek,  reserving  a  lot  50  by  100  feet  for  a  graveyard,  where  James.  W.  lies. 

Could  this  be  the  "uncared  for  graveyard"  referred  to  in  a  letter  by  John  R.  Crowson? 

1882-*-  James  W.  and  wife  Permelia  deed  to  — —  13  Jan  for  $400.  part  of  a  62  acre  tract 
granted  to  Martha  in  1858.  This  deed  refers  to  Crowson's  100  acre  tract,  now  be¬ 
longing  to  Stewart.. 

This  is  the  last  entry  found  on  James  W.  Crowson,  and  obviously  the  last  of  his  property.. 

Wool  growing  was  an  important  industry  in  Anson  County  at  this  time.  The  steamship 

CHESTERFIELD  which  plied  the  waters  of  the  Pee  Dee  from  Charleston  to  Cheraw  carried 

much  produce  and  many  a  Whig  politician,,  and  this  area  was  strongly  Whig. 

1888-  J.M..  Crowson  age  24  and  Lula  McKinnon  age  23  were  married  16  Nov.  by  W.  E.  Cameron 

This  Mrs.  Lulu  Crowson  was  born  in  1865.  We  do  not  know  whether  J. M.  means  James,  or 
whether  it  means  John.  Initials  are  not  sufficient  in  genealogical  work.. 

After  1931  a  newspaper  notice  recorded  the  death  of  Lulu  Crowson  near  Hamlet,  N. C.

NOTES  ON  THE  EARLY  CROMSONS  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA 


1790 —  Thomas  Crowson  was  head  of  a  family  at  the  first  census,  in  the  Parish  of  Prince 
George  Winyah  in  Georgetown  District,  S. C.  with  2  boys  over  16,  3  under  16  and 
3  girls. 

Jacob  Crowson  was  also  head  of  a  family  in  the  same  district  with  2  boys  over  16 
and  3  boys  under  16,  and  2  girls. 

Thomas  and  Jacob  were  among  those  receiving  Rev..  War  pay  just  a  few  years  before 
in  North  Carolina,  Jacob  from  the  Wilmington  District,  as  was  William.  This  area 
was  on  the  Eastern  Coast  of  North  Carolina,  bordering  South  Carolina.  Thomas  was 
from  Beaufort  Co.  also  near  by.  The  parish  registers  reveal  nothing  on  these  two, 
but  they  may  have  been  Quakers,. or  Methodists,  or  Wesleyans,  as  they  were  called. 

1803 —  Thomas  Crowson  was  deeded  lots  #4  and  #5  in  Conwayborough  by  Commissioners  14  May- 
Thomas  Crowson  and  wife  Sylvia  made  Quit  claim  deed  to  300  acres  on  Pleasant  Mea¬ 
dow  Swamp  to  William  Smith.  Witnesses,  °ohn  B.  Conway  and  Henry  Dicks, 16  June. 

1807—  Thomas  Crowson  sold  lot  ^4  in  Conway  to  Anthony  Pawley  4  Mar.  acres  sold  for 
$145*  One  witness  was  William  Crowson.  Was  this  William  Jordan  Crowson? 

Pawley's  Island,  popular  resort,  was  named  for  Anthony  Pawley.  Also,  Robert  Conway  later 
married  Susanna  Crowson.  The  S.  C.  Thomas  and  the  N. C.  Thomas  may  have  been  the  same  per¬ 
son,  moving  back  and  forth  on  the  Pee  Dee  River. 

1808 —  Joel  T.  Crowson  bought  100  acres  on  Lfing  Bay,  "bordering  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean" 
from  Margaret  Mc^llroy  for  $240.  Thomas  Crowson  was  a  witness  1  Feb.  Bk  A  1  p307. 

Beautiful  Etyrtle  Beach  is  on  Long  Bay  today,  and  we  (Estelle)  own  a  house  and  lot  there.. 
Maybe  a  Crowson  once  owned  a  part  of  this  beach.'. 

Thoma?  and  Susannah  Crowson  were  witnesses  on  a  paper  connected  with  John  B.  Causey's 
separation  from  his  wife.  Mr.  Cgusey  allowed  his  wife  to  take  back  her  own  property 
which  she  had  before  they  married,  as  long  as  she  required  nothing  further  from  him* 

1808 —  Thomas  Crowson  administrator  of  the  estateof  William  Jordon  Crowson,  asked  for 
permission  to  sell  W. J-'s  property,  as  several  heirs  had  become  of  age.  28  Mar. 
Thomas  Crowson  and  Ebenezer  Singleton  made  a  bond  of  $1000. as  admr.  of  William 
Jordon  Crowson' s  estate.  Was  this  the  William  of  the  Rev.  War  pay?

NOTES  ON  THE  EARLY  CR0W50NS  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA 


On  June  27,  1808  the  appraisers  certified  "We  do  hereby  certify  these  items  to  be  a  just 
and  true  return  of  all  the  goods  and  chattels  shown  us  by  Capt.  Thomas  Crows on,  as  the 
property  of  William  Jordon  Crowson,  deceased.. 

William  had  considerable  property.  3  Windsor  and  5  hickory  chairs,  1  table,  1  pot,  1  arm 
chair,  a  lot  of  measures,  a  whip  saw,  bad,  bedstead,  furniture,  bad  and  blanket,  bed,  hide 
and  furniture,  3  pots  and  hooks,  3  kettles,  frying  pan,  1  crosscut  and  1  hand  saw,  a  lot 
of  crockery,  skillet,  1  doz.  pewter  ??  5  sixes,  pair  of  iron  wedges,  a  frow,  12  chairs,  5 

hoes,  2  tubs,  3  pails,  table,  2  pair  sad  irons,  2  coffee  pots,  2  jugs  and  jar,  a  pair  of 
bellows,  a  spinning  wheel,  lamp,  coffee  mill,  1  uorse  Chair  and  harness,  2  saddles  and 
bridles,  1  gun,,  shot  bag  and  gunhammer,  2  pair  pincers,  1  lot  tools,  1  pair  pistols  and 
holsters,  a  lot  of  books,  1  plow,  1  sunglass  and  magnet,  1  pair  saddle  bags,  17  head  of 
hogs,  plow  traces  and  lines,  1  steel  trap,  horse  cart,  cow  and  calf,  1  watch,  pocket  book 
shaving  box  and  razor,  1  drum,  military  uniform,  23  Mason's  utensils,  sundry  wearing  items 

1808 —  Captain  Thomas  Crowson  died,  between  4  July  and  20  Nov.  His  wife  Sylvia  petitioned 
for  letters  of  administration  20  Nov..  Letters  were  given  by  William  Hemingway  to 
Sylvia, "in  whose  fidelity  in  this  behalf  I  very  much  confide."  At  Sylvia's  request 
John  Beatty  and  James  Newton(who  served  for  Wm.  Jordon)  were  the  admrs. 

1812 —  On  12  Aug  the  administrators  asked  permission  to  sell  the  property  of  Thomas  Crow¬ 
son,  as  his  estate  was  in  debt  and  it  was  necessary  to  sell  the  home.  The  inventory 
included  the  one-seventh  undivided  interest  from  Wm  Jordon  Crowson 's  estate. 

Box  2,  bundle  2,  page  18  Probate's  Office  ^orry  County. 

1819 —  "Whereas  marriage  is  intended  and  by  God's  permission  shortly  to  be  solemnized 

Robert  Conway  of  the  1st  part,  and  Susannah  Crowson,  of  the  2nd  part,  Richard  Sing¬ 
leton  of  the  third  part, etc. .  Robert  Conway  apid  $1.  to  Susannah  by  Robert  Single- 
ton.  Delivered  to  Robert  Singleton  for  $1.00  and  other  good  causes  and  with  all  the 
knowledge  and  agreement  of  Robert  Conway:  household  and  personal  property,  cattle 
hogs,  and  $300.  ready  money  etc.  To  have  and  to  hold  ...until  the  survivors  of  them 
make  use  of  all  the  property  ...(this  is  like  a  foreign  country  agreement.)

ftyrtle  Beach,  S.C. 
Sept  21,  1953 


Dear  Leone: 

Don't  give  me  up,  because  I  am  still  with  you.'  I  was  so  happy  to  get  your  per¬ 
manent  address  at  last.  We  appreciated  every  little  card  and  note  during  the  period  of 
your  travels,  but  of  course  I  did  not  know  how  to  reach  you  in  reply.  We  hope  you  have 
enjoy  (A  your  tour  of  the  country,  and  that  you  will  find  a  happy  home  in  California.  You 
literaa  \y  moved  from  coast  to  coast.' 

We  have  spent  a  hectic  summer,  with  too  much  sompany  while  in  the  throes  of 
trying  to  keep  three  apartments  rented  -  all  without  any  maid  service. 

First  let  me  answer  your  questions  of  May  5th  :  I^y  father  died  in  1928,  not 
1929.  l^y  grandfather,  Joseph  Everett  William  Smith  married  Laura  Jane  Austin,  daughter 
of  Lydia  Holley  Austin.  The  town(now  a  city)  of  Charlotte  is  in  Mecklenburg  County.  The 
minister  who  had  sons  who  became  bank  officials  was  my  father,  Will! am  James  Crowson  V 
not  the  James  W.  Little  who  married  ray  father's  sister  Jennie, (who  was  named  for  her  own 
mother  Eliza  ^ane  Covington  Crowson. 

Martha  Anne  Smith  was  my  mother,  who  was  born  in  1857  ,  so  she  was  too  young 
to  have  many  personal  memories  of  the  Civil  War.  However,  she  recalled  seeing  her  father's 
army  cap  and  his  canteen  later  on.  She  lived  in  the  country  on  a  plantation  and  wither 
thought  she  personally  remembered  or  heard  her  elders  tell  of  rumors  from  time  to  time 
thath  the  Yankees  were  coming,  and  how  they  would  bury  their  silverware  and  turn  out  the 
pigs  and  cows  to  save  their  being  killed  and  eaten  by  the  soldiers.  Her  father  and  uncles 
were  in  the  Confederate  Army  and  wore  the  gray  uniforms  while  battling  no  doubt  with 
dear  cousins,  at  times,  in  blue  uniforms. 

I  shall  always  regret  that  we  did  not  have  more  hours  together  in  which  to  com¬ 
pare  our  respective  notes,  and  that  I  did  not  have  mine  in  better  shape  for  quick  and  acc¬ 
urate  reference  when  you  were  here  in  April.  Then  I  was  so  disappointed  when  you  passed  us 
by  for  the  mountain  scenery.'

Mrs.  Rhue  got  dates  wrong  in  her  book,  but  she  did  a  good  job 
after  all.  My  son  James  wa3  born  S«pt  3,  1912,  and  ray  son  Elmer  was  born  July  4,  1916. 
My  grandson  was  born  January  10,  1953.  His  name  is  Thomas  Jonathan  Crowson.  His  sister, 
my  granddaughter,  was  born  September  18,  1955.  Her  name  is  Susan  Jean  Crowson. 


My  wife,  Lulu  Brown  Justis,  was  born  on  the  North  side  of  Back 
Creek,  Accomack  Co.  Va.  6  April  1882.  She  died  28  Feb.  1942.  We  got  married  25  Dec. 
1905.  We  spent  our  honeymoon  on  the  South  side  of  Back  Creek  where  I  was  born,  and  we 
lived  there  when  she  died.  I  will  send  you  a  picture  of  our  house  next  month. 

I  will  tell  you  about  what  I  know  of  oysters  in  my  next  letter. 

We  never  did  live  right  in  Parksley..  That  town  is  two  miles  from 
Back  Creek,  but  it  is  our  post  office  address. 

I'm  sending  you  pictures  of  my  wife's  flower  garden.  I  still 
"keep  it  in  good  shape.  It  is  East  of  our  Tall  Pines, (the  name  of  our  place.)  Our 
house  is  facing  the  Baok  Creek  Road  that  leads  our  to  the  Woney  Rew  Road,  built  by 
Woney  Rew,  with  his  own  hands,  in  1795,  and  it  still  bears  his  name.

Benjamin  Franklin  Crowson  was  born  11  April  1887,  at  Justiswille,.  Va. 
the  son  of  L.  T«  Crowson  and  Sallie  Dennis  Rew  Crowson.  His  paternal  grandparents  were 
Revel  J..  Crowson  and  Elizabeth  Bagwell  Crowson,  while  his  maternal  grandparents  were 
George  Dennis  Rew  and  Sally  Rogers  Ayres  Rew.. 

H«  entered  VMI  in  1906  from  Parksley  P..0-  Accomac  County,  Virginia  , 
and  was  graduated  June  22,  1910,  with  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  engineering 
standing  number  nine  in  a  class  of  thirty-eight. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  VMI  facility  from  1911  to  1914,  teaching  English 
and  Tactics.  He  subsequently  became  a  member  of  the  faculty  at  a  Roanoke,  Virginia 
high  school  and  later  at  Charlotte  Hall  School,  Maryland.  He  returned  to  VMI  in  1920 
as  a.  lieutenant  colonel  and  associate  professor  and  continued  wuntil  1928,  when  he  be¬ 
came  principal  of  Charlotte  Hall  School. 

He  died  12  July,  1938,  at  Charlotte  Hall. 

He  was  married  June  26,  1915  to  Anita  Wright.  They  had  two  children 
Benjamin  Franklin  Crowson  Jr.  and  Gladys  Crowson.

Accomack  County  tax  lists  for  1663-  1695  reveal  a  Crows on  and  a  Cros ton, 

Francis  Croston,  2  tithe  in  the  year  1689.  une  tithe  in  1695.  He  left  a  will,  written 
in  old  English,  quite  difficult  to  decipher.  "This  indenture,  made  this  forth  day  of 
December  in  the  third  year  of  the  Reigne  of  oure  Soverign  Lord  George,  King  of  Great 
Britten,  and  in  the  year  of  oure  Lord  God  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixteen  be¬ 
tween  Edward  ^oynes  and  Sarah  his  wife,  and  ^ohn  Hunt  and  Mary,  his  wife  of  the  county 
of  Northampton  in  the  colony  of  Virginia,  planters  of  the  one  part,  and  Francis  Croston 
of  the  county  of  Accomack  in  the  colony  afore  mentioned*  *..in  consideration  of  the  sum 
of  eight  thousand  pounds  of  tobacco  and  cork...  we  do  acknowledge  ourselves  satisfied 
.•and  discharge  the  said  Francis  Croston  and  his  heirs.  " 

It  deems  that  Francis  had  no  heirs,  and  as  he  lived  on,  he  apparently  made  another  will- 
"I  give  and  bequeath  William  Warinton  and  Rachael  his  wife  all  my  movables....  L  give  to 
Joan  Warinton,  daughter  of  William*...  I  give  and  bequeath  the  land  whereon  Joan  (Jean) 
lives,  which  I  bought  of  Edward  Joynes  and  John  Hunt  etc.  If  the  child  which  Rachael  now 

bears  shall  be  a  boy,  he  is  to  have  the  land.  If  not,  it  is  to  be  divided  equally .

Prom  "Carolina  Low  Country, "by  the  Society  for  the  Preservation  of  Spirituals. 

"During  part  of  Marion's  career  in  the  Low  Country,  he  selected  as  his  headquarters 
Snow  Island,  where  the  Pee  Dee  River  meets  Lynch  Creek.  It  was  a  most  inaccesible 

vantage  ground,  heavily  wooded,  and  could  be  reached  only  by  water. .  there 

were  innumberable  fresh  water  rivers  which  traversed  the  Low  Country  all  the  way 
from  the  Pee  Dee  and  Waccamaw  Rivers,  not  far  from  Georgetown,  to  the  Savannah 
River  in  the  South.  "  Yellow  jessamine,  dogwood ,,  wood  lilies,  Cherokee  rose,  crepe 
myrtle,  magnolia,  purple  iris,  mimosa  and  the  marsh  hyacinth  abounded  here. 

"In  1855  he(Governor  Allston)  of  Pawley's  Island,  went  abroad  with  some  of  his  family 
and  took  a  silver  medal  at  the  Paris  Exposition  for  rice  growing  on  his  plantation  on 
the  Pee  Dee  River.  He  called  his  home  "Chicora  Wood." 

In  April,  she  (  Eredrika  Bremer,  Swedish  novelist)  went  to  "Casa  Bianca"  on  the  Pee 
Dee  River  to  visit  Joel  R.  Poinsett,  the  scientist,  statesman,  diplomat,  at  his 
plantation. " 

In  1912,  Charles  F.  Steinmetz  wrote  in  AMERICA  AND  THE  NEW  EPOCH  - 
"In  short,  it  (the  historical  South)  was  a  civilization  identical  with  the  classic 
civilization  of  ancient  Greece  and  Rome,  which  after  twenty  centuries  reappeared  on 
this  continent. " 

In  these  early  days,  a  Barony  consisted  of  12000  acres.  To  each  Landgrave  of  Carolina 
4  Baronies  were  alio ted.  To  each  cassique,  2  were  given. 

The  live  oak  was  covered  with  mystic  and  fascinating  Spanish  moss  even  in  those  days. 

The  charming,  easy  life  of  the  plantation  owner  sounds  intriguing  in  these  days  when 
progress  is  all  that  matters,  but  we  heartily  wish  the  record  keepers  of  the  good  old 
days  had  used  typewriters,  and  that  they  had  been  a  bit  more  meticulous  about  the  dates 
and  places  where  events  occurred!

CORNEA  TRANSPLANT 

Eye  Of  5-Month-Old 

DALLAS,  Tex.  (AP) — A  5-month-old  baby  has  given 
sight  to  a  47-year-old  Fort  Worth  grandmother. 

This  was  done  through  a  cornea  transplant  made  last 
month  and  revealed  Saturday  by  Methodist  Hospital. 

Such  transplants  have  become  almost  routine,  but  the 
age  of  the  donor  was  considered  remarkable. 

Celia  Ann  Covington,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  T. 
Covington  of  Grand  Prairie,  was  born  blind  in  her  left  eye. 
Doctors  believed  it  necessary  to  remove  the  eye  to  prevent 
possible  malignant  growth, 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Covington  volunteered  to  contribute  their 
baby’s  eye  so  Mrs.  Amie  Crowson  could  see.  Doctors  had 
determined  that  the  baby’s  cornea  was  sound  and  healthy. 

Meanwhile,  chubby  Celia  Ann  was  fitted  with  a  blue 
artificial  eye. 

Mrs.  Crowson’s  sight  in  one  eye  now  is  almost  perfect, 
doctors  said.  A  few  months  from  now,  she  will  have  a  trans¬ 
plant  in  the  other  eye.
